“URING the month of July, 1914, Europe 
was in an anxious, disturbed state.

In Francs the olf political and religious dis- 
putes had again become most bitter. The Radical 
party that for 15 years had governed the re- 
public was divided into two factions that threat- 
ened to meet at daggers’ points. One of these 
factions wanted to conclude a truce, if not peace 
itself, with the Conservatives and the Church; 
the other faction, closely allied with the Socialists, 
wanted to open hostilities again, and threatened 
war to the death on Rome and Reaction. This 
latter faction seemed to have the upper hand, and 
‘were rebeginning their religious persecution and 

their fiscal laws, so hated by the rich (such as 
te income tax) , 80 everyone felt the unrest, anxi- 
ety and bitter discontent. ... 


Things were no better in the camp of the Triple 
Alliance. In the month of June there was a 
weak attempt to start a revolution in Italy. In 
Romagna, a republic was set up for two or three 
days. The principal cities of the north and 
south were sacked and passed through the peri- 

odds of violent disorder. Some weeks later the 
| party was not unsuccessful in its efforts 
to prevent the passing of the bills in Parlia- 
ment for the new’ taxes.

nforeseen occurrence. In Russia the struggles 
between the classes and parties are too superficial 
and of too recent origin to be able to resist a 
proud wave of national sentiment.

UT things were very different in France. 
E Since Caesar invaded Gaul up to the first 

of August, 1914, we may say France h 

been at war with herself. Under many names, 
for different pretexts, France has had innumer- 
able civil wars. For reasons geographical, ethical 
and historical, France has been the battlefield 
since the existence of Europe, on which have 
clashed and endeavored to mingle the opposite 
elements of our civilization. Germanism and 
Latinism; Protestantism and Catholicism; the 
principle of authority and the principle of liberty; 
the principle of the civilization that guided the 
world until the French Revolution, and the princi- 
ple that: has prevailed during the last one hun- 
dred and fifty years, France is a mixed land of 
Celtic, Latin and Germanic elements. In France, 
Protestantism and Catholicism. have fought and 
stil fight as in no other country in Europe. France 
created the first great monarchy by divine right, 


have copied; and France made the Revolution and 
founded the first great republic in Europe. 

France has constructed the finest Gothic 
churches and the grandest buildings of the Re 


naissance to be found outside of Italy. France 


has succeeded in still keeping up many of the 
old artistic hand work industries side by side 
with the great manufactures by machine. Be- 
cause of this she has been constantly at war with 
herself, by pen and by sword—and often by both 
sword and pen together, because only by strife 
do opposite elements mix and become reconciled 
to such a measure as is possible.

N e ine of Ifomer’s Odyssey, 


wherein the ancient poet sang of the 

adventures of Ulysses as he returned 
to Ithaca from the siege of Troy, is the fol- 
lowing story of the extraordinary experiences 
of the party of 82 officers and men who land- 
ed Nov. 10 from the famous German raider 
Emden to destroy the cable station on Cocos 
Islcnd in the Direction Group in the Indian 
Ocean. 2 

The recorder is Lieut... von Muecke, who 
was in charge of the landing party and com- 
manded them over the entire journey. 42 
everyone will recall the Emden was destroyed 
by the Australian cruiser Sydney while they 
were ashore and they fled in a commandeered 
schooner. 

Altogether from Tsing-Tau to Damascus, 
the journey thas 20,000 miles, several hundred 
being over the desert wastes of Arabia. At 
the journey’s end, April 28, the party num- 
bered 14, all told, the other 68 having died 
of privations or been slain by enemies in the 
desert. | 

Lieut. von Muecke's story comes to the 
Post-Dispatch from Damascus, by the way of 
Beirut to Marseilles, to England and thence 
to St. Louis, and made this long journey in 
record time, considering the disturbed con- 
dition of thé world's mail service. It is the 
first detailed narrative to reach the United 
States since the party arrived at its goal and 
makes without doubt one of the greatest ad- 
venture stories ever written.

A survivor of one of the most remarkable 
journeys ever made by a mere handful of men 
across hostile sea and land. 


HEN Japan entered the great war on the 
W side of our enemy, our ship Emden was 
at our East Asiatic naval base, Tsing- 

Tau. 8 5 

Besides the Emden our East Asiatic naval forces 
consisted of the armored cruisers Scharnhorst and 
Gneisenau and the light cruisers Nurnberg and 
the Leipzig. 

We also had five gunboats, which were: Cor- 
moran, IItis, Jaguar, Tiger and Luchs, and two 
destroyers. There was also an armored ‘cruiser 
belonging to our ally, Austria, namely, Kaiserin 
Elizabeth. 

Our gunboats and the two destroyers and also 
the Austrian cruiser Kaiserin Elizabeth were de- 
stroyed by the Anglo-Japanese fleets. 

Our two heavy and two light cruisers succeeded 
in eluding the combined Anglo-Japanese fleets: 
and while these four made their way to the South 
Atlantic Ocean, we for months. gave the Anglo- 
Japanese squadron a merry chase, destroying over 
79,000 tons of British shipping, in addition to deing 
other damage to the enemy ships and property. 

One way or other we kept on escaping the 
three Japanese fleets who were searching for us. 
Ot course, the Japanese naval officers were not 
d match for our resourceful Captain. 

Every time we felt that we were in a tight hole, 
and that we would Lave to measure swords with a 
superior enemy, we found some way to get out 
of it; at last we became past masters in this great 
game of high-sea hide-and-seek. — 
Fooling a Japanese Cruiser. 

UT the best we ever did was when we thought 
B we had to fight a heavily armored Japanese 
cruiser which was waiting for us just out- 
side Kiauchau. As we left Kiauchau, we were sure 
we had to fight this Japanese cruiser. It would 
have been madness for us to attempt to put up 
a fight with the Japanese, as we knew well that 
her heavy guns would have certainly outranged us 
and we would have been sunk long before we 
would be in position to hit the enemy ship. 

So we utilized the dummy funnel which we al- 
ways kept on deck. 

Our Emden was three-funneled and we made 
it appear four-funneled. © 

We replaced our black-white-and-red man of war 
ensign with that of the British white ensign; then 
we lined up the crew along the railing. We had on 
board many sailors who had in the past fraternized 
with the British sailors.

with our dummy funnel sending out black smoke, 
our newly hoisted British ensign flying from the 
mast, and our sailors cheering like genuine Brit- 
ishers, we passed the enemy, with whom we ex- 
changed salutes. 

From that time on we roved over the high seas 
and did as much damage to the enemy as we pos- 
sibly could. 

After sinking several ships, and after provi- 
sioning our ship, one night we stood off near 
Madras. That was in the early part of September. 

One of our crew, some years ago, had worked 
there and knew the place well. That evening 
this sailor told our Captain that he knew of his 
personal knowledge that there were several oil 
tanks near the entrance to the harbor. 


We waited till dark, and about 10 p. m. we stole 
into the inner harbor, and after locating the tanks 
with searchlights we shelled them. 

Before the shore batteries had time to fire on us 
we had cleared, off to the sea. 

The following morning we could still see the 
flames, far off in the horizon. Thus we destroyed 
millions of gallons of oil belonging to the enemy. 


Visiting With an English Gentleman. 
N the early part of October, perhaps on the 
| tenth, we reached an island in the Indian 
Ocean. 
This island is called Diego Garcia, and is one 
of the group called Ghagos Islands. 


possessions. Later we learned that there were 
not more than 35 or 40 Europeans and about three 
or four hundred natives there. This island is sit- 
ulated half way between the African coast and 
Sumatra. 

When we entered this little water inlet we 
learned that no one in that ocean desert was yet 
aware of the breaking out of the European war. 

We at once sent a small crew to the shore and 
established friendly relations with the British resi- 
dents; so we coaled all day long from a steamer 
which we had captured previously in the Indian 
Gcean. We could have esaily captured the island 
and seized all the coal and provisions there, but 
we needed urgent repairs on our machinery; so we 
wished to stay there for a few days in peace. 


Some of our engineers repaired one of the motor 
boats belonging to the British residents, for which 
they received baskets full of cocoanuts. These 
people live a simple life and from the beginning 
we fell in love with the place. 

The manager of the island was a white-haired 
old man, whose father, an adventurous sea captain, 
had discovered it in 1808, and upon his death the 
present owner took charge of the place and the 
cocoanut industry that went with it. 

A few hours after our arrival at the isjand, the 
old gentleman paid our Captain a visit. Capt. von 
Muller and the staff officers of our ship greeted 
him with utmost courtesy. | 

The white-haired gentleman, Jenks Willmore, | 
think his name was, asked us for news from En- 
gland. He was very much interested in the home 
rule controversy. He asked the Captain if he 
thought there was a possibility of civil war cn 
account of the “home rule” dispute.

The unsuspecting old gentleman was so much 
charmed by our hospitality that he persisted that 
the Captain and his staff pay a visit to the shore 
so that he could return our hospitality with hos- 
pitality.

“There can be no doubt,“ it says, that the 
rapid sinking of the Lusitania was primarily due 
to the explosion of the cargo of ammunition, 
caused by the torpedo. The Lusitania’s passen- 
gers would otherwise, in all human probability; 
have been saved.” 

There were, on the Lusitania, 4200 cases. of 
empty shrapnel shells. Empty cases certainly do 
not explode, and as for the cartridges, they are 
not classed by United States law as explosives. 

But even if the ship had been carrying explo- 
sives, what would that have to do with the re- 
sponsibility for the murder of hundreds of inno- 
cent men, women and children? Every person on 
that vessel would have arrived safely in Liverpool 
had not a torpedo blown a great hole in her. 

What a miserable sneak of an assassin the Ger- 
man submarine has become! It steals upon its 
victim, delivers its deadly blow and runs away 
like the cowardly thing that it is. 


NOT A DAMAGE SUIT. 

Louisville Evening Post: This is not a suit 
for damages; it is an indictment against Ger- 
many for a crime against civilization; a crime 
premeditated in violation of obligations every civ- 
ilized nation gladly assumes. 

The purpose of this Berlin decree was to sink 
the Lusitania, over the warning and the pro- 
test of the United States.

of the Portuguese merchant to whom we 
had sold our ship, we had arranged 
matters to have several of his cara 
van driver friends give us safe conduct 
to Hodeida on the Red Sea. But at 
the last moment the Arab caravan driv- 
ers backed off, saying that they woula 
not be able to give us safe cénduct be- 
yong Behoyed-dola, as they said the 
hostile Arab tribes from the British 
protectorate of Aden were scooping the 
country hunting German agents. It was 
represented to these Arabian tribes that 
Germany had sent many agents 
gamongst the Arabs of Aden, to incite 
them to rebel against the rule of their 
Sheiks and support the Turks. So the 
four independent Arab Sheiks of South- 
ern Arabia had taken the field with an 
oath to slay every Turk or German 
‘they may find. So our stay in that 
place became precarious, 

Once more we turned to the Armenian 
traders and put the matter up to these 
two men frankly, and we told them 
that we put ourselves in their mercy, 
because we knew that one word from 
them would place us at danger of our 
lives. 

The elderly Armenian told us frankly 
that he hated all the Germans without 
one exception, that he would under ne 
circumstances assist us across the land 
to Hodeida, but having once confided 
our identity to him, he would not be- 
tray us, and his younger companion 
nodded his approval of the remarks of 
the elderiy gentleman. However, he 
suggested that it would be better for 
us to take to the sea once more and 
take a chance with the British patrol 
ships. He aleo remarked philosophical- 
ly that jf the Britusr captured us they 
would simply stop us from destroying 
other ships, but if the Arabs ever got 
hold of us they would at once cut our 
heads off. 

The Black Lord of EFl-Ahkaf. 

We were about ready to follow the 
advice given us by the Armenians and 
return to the sea when our Portugues? 
friend returned with his Arab caravan 
driver, and they jointly proposed to us 
that if we cared to take the desert 
route and go to El-Ahkaf, which town 
is situated where the Arabian desert 
begins, and then from that place cross 
a desert land 250 miles west to Sada- 
el-Ghall, he could promise us safe con- 
duct, as he was either related or wan 
intimately connected with the several 
local Sheiks of that vicinity. We agreed 
to take any route which would take us 
to Hodeida, as we were well aware that 
there was a German Consul in that 
city. 

On March 29 our party, now 4 men 
all told, and accompanied by our guide, 
started, on our journey to El-Ahkaf 
Desert. 

At the rate of 10 or 12 miles per day, 
it took us five days to get there. 

We had to journey at night and take 
shelter in a hut during the day. These 
huts were shanties and are to be found 
at intervals of from 10 to 12 miles. 

So if the travelers are in a position 
to make 20 or 4 miles per day it would 
be good and well; but if one cannot 
travel 24 miles in a given night he must 
stop at the first hut, otherwise he might 
get caught between the two huts; and 
once the sun rises on the horizon, the 
physical suffering would be tremendous. 
Once arrived at El-Ahkaf, our trus.7 
Arab handed us over to his relative, 
another swarthy black lord of the des- 
ert, and he started on his return jour- 
ney to Makallah. 

Their Host Embarrassingly Curious. 
Our friend the Arab caravan driver- 
guide knew about a dozen English 
words, but our new host, the black 
lord of El-Ahkaf, knew no more than 
to smile amicably, showing his set of 
white teeth. 

We had already understood that we 
were going to sleep under his roof that 
night. 

The black lord of the El-Ahkaf was 
certainly a very inquisitive man, and 
during the evening he put to us so 
many questions that at times we were 
very much abashed. P 

One of our crew had experience with 
the Oriental hand-talk, or finger-tali. 
and through him we had some exciting 
conversation with our host and his gen- 
eral staff. 

The first question he put to every 
member of the party individually was 
if we Were married. 

Once a person learns this language, 
it is found to Le perfectly natural and 
scientific. 

For instance: He locked his forefi1: - 
gers against each other, giving it an ap- 
pearance of two half links of a chain, 
and nodded his bead questioningly, with 
a broad smile. This was very simple: 
he wanted to know if we were married. 

‘That night as I lay myself on the sand 
mattréss under the flapping tent roof 
of the black lord of the desert, I wished 
I were sleéping under the star-studded 
blue sky, on board of our Emden. 

The following. day we spent lying 
about lazily, oecause there was noth- 
ing else to do. I firmly believe that jr 
I had stayed in that town with its great 
Arabian desert 2000 miles long and 1200 
miles wide as its backyard, I would be- 
come as sluggish as any Arab. 


The Journey Across the Desert. 
The next evening, shortly after sun- 


set, we again started on our long jour- 
ney to Hodeida, a 400-mile journey, 3 
miles of which was through the desert. 
But at the very last moment, inst@éad 
of going southwest to Hodeida, we de- 
cided to take « northwesterly course 
and end our desert journey at Sada-el- 
Ghall. 
After the first night’s journey, wheu 
we had made two huts, or 2 miles, our 
guide took a fancy to one of our rifles, 
and in so many-gestures he had us un- 
derstand that unless we parted with one 
of our rifles ne would immediately re- 
turn to his black lord. We did not con- 
sider it wise to put one of our modern 
rifies in the hands of our day-old friend. 
We had to let him have his way and 
return to his black lord, of the desert. 
We knew that our destination lay dus 
west; besides, as we marched to- 
wards the west we found the climate. 
was beginning to get somewhat cool. 
We traveled at the rate of 20 miles 
per ttight and slept. or sluggishly dose! 
shout in the shelter of the hut during 
the day time.

Sometimes we would walk a little faste-, 
and often we Would be seized with some 
unseen fear, and from which we would 
run.

from the Turkish Officers to the nearest 
tribal chief, wé once more started on 
our journey, this time along the Red 
Sea coast, now and then seéing the wa- 
ters of the Red Sea. 

Our number was by this time reduced 
to 23 men. But from that time on, our 
tragic experiences. began. 

No sooner had we arrived at the out- 
skirts of the small town of Aba-Arish 
than we encountered a strong body of 
Yamen Arabs, who were up in arms 
against the Turks. As soon 48 we had 
ighted them we changed our,course from 
weet to north. Théy were all mounted 
Arabs, and the country we were dy this 
time traveling was hilly, which enabled 
us to save ourselves from extérmination 
at the hands of these Yamenites. Never- 
theless, two of our comrades were killed 
and four slightly wounded. Like wolves, 
they hung onto our track for two days. 
and the third day we began to know 
something about the local political con- 
dition; or rightly speaking, the Arab 
tribal feud. 

The Arabs Who were for two days on 
Our track belonged to one of the south- 
ern tribal sheiks. When they had fol- 
lowed us through a certain area, they 
came in contact with the wild followers 
of another tribal sheik, and we also 
found out that they fought each other 
as zealousty as then would Uke to fight 
the Europeans. 

So after following us for two days, 

they turned back, for fear of meeting a 
band belonging to another tribe. 
We weré about to rejolce over our dis- 
covery ot the facts regarding the loca: 
tribal situation when we sighted another 
Arab band. 

Once more we sought shelter in the 
mountains, and made good use of our 
guns. 

I have often wondered where they got 
the modern guns they s0 efficiently em- 
ployed. 8 

This band kept at us more resolutely 
and also took heavy toll; they kmed five 
of our members and slightly wounded 
two. Yet they did not pursue us more 
than one day. 

Thus on April 21, we reached Yamado 
on the Red Sea coast. Our number had 
been reduced to % some of whom were 
wounded. Their wounds were not so 
serious as to stop them from continuing 
the rest of the journey. 


The Last of Their Adventure. 

At Yamdo we met Turkish officers 
who spoke German. They assisted us to 
procure horses and insisted that we 
should enjoy their hospitality for sev- 
éral days. But we realised that our 
Slightly wounded men needed a sur- 
geon’s care, 60 we left Yamdo for Me- 
ina, which is the terminus of the Hed- 
jaz railway that runs north to Damas- 
cus. 

We would have arrived in that city in 
three days but on the second day after 
we had left Yamdo we were attacked by 
a band of Beduln Arabs, who surprised 
us during our midnight march. 

During thé encounter our wounded 
brothers were all killed. 

The remainder of us arrived at Medina 
on the 27th day of April. 

We boarded a train that afternoon. 
Trains on the Hédjaz railway run line 
the tramp Steamer, that is, whenever 
the shipritent justifies the trip. 

It took us 3% hours from Medina to 
Damascus, and out of the original 78 
men and seven officers who had left 
the Emden, only 14 of us are left.

Some of the probation officers of the 
Juvenile Court, who are not at liberty 
to be quoted in criticism of another 
branch of the public service, privately 
express their belief that the closing of 
the city’s summer schools to 14,000 chil- 
dren who usually attend them will re- 
sult in a large increase of the court's 
business this summer. 

This belief is shared by Miss Mary E. 
Bulkley of the Neighborhood Associa- 
tion, and by other active settlement 
workers in the city’s congested districts. 

Judge Cave of the Juvenile Court holds 
a contrary opinion. 

J do not believe the closing of the 
summer schools will cause any consid- 
erable increase of business in this 
court,“ he said. The children who at- 
tend the summer school do so volun- 
tarily. They are not under the rule of 
the compulsory education law. They 
a re eager either to make up school work 
in which they lost ground during the 
regular school year, to gain a year, or to 
take advantage of the summer schools’ 
courses in manual training and domestic 
science. They are not the kind of chil- 
dren who under any circumstances 
would be likely to engage in such mis- 
chief as might bring them into the 
Juvenile Court.“ } 

ae f Sammer Schools. 

Judge — was a member of the 
Board of Education when elected to the 
circuit bench two years ago. Discussing 
the origin of the summer schools he 
said: 

We started the summer schools to 
give pupils who were slow or backward 
a chance to make up work during the 
summer. Then others, who wished to 
shorten the period of their public school 
attendance, so that they might sooner 
become self-supporting, were admitted, 
and pretty soon the schools were thrown 
open to all comers. They are a superior 
class of children—ambitious and indus- 
trious and not disposed to get into 
trouble. I don’t think we shall see 
many, if any; of them here this sum- 
mer.“ 

The Judge expressed no opinion upon 
the wisdom or the necessity of closing 
the schools this summer. The general

Blewett said other depart- 
ments could have been curtailed, but 
it would have necessitated a cut in 
the hygiene, music, drawing or do- 
mestic science work, and this would 
have affected the work of 90,000 pu- 
pils, the entire student body of the 
schools, while the cut in summer 
school work affected only 14,000 
pupils.

Be- 
fore the war it was not like that. Ir 
the places where modern civilization 
obliges the classes to mix, the rich and 
poor, the ignorant and the cultured iso- 
lated themselves in silence.

GERMAN HUSBAND 


Deed of Separation Reveals That 
Princess Royal Has Tired 
of Espionage. - 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and the New York World. 


LONDON, June 5.—The. pronounced 
pro-Germanism of Prince Christian 
of Schleswig-Holstein has led to the 
Prince and Princess, now nearly 60 years 
old, entering into a deed of separation. 

The Prince, since. the outbreak of the 


war, has openly expressed his sympathy 
in public and private with his native 
country, and his son, Prince Albert, of 
course, is fighting on the German side.\ 

The Princess, who is a daughter of 
Queen Victoria and whose sympathies 
are entirely with England, has found 
her position almost intolerable owing 
to the pro-Germanism of the Prince. 

Her Royal Highness was on the orig- 
inal committee chosen by Queen Mary in 
connection with the management of 
Queen Mary’s fund, but it was intimat- 
ed to Queen Mary that every other 
—_ asked to serve on it would re- 
sign if the Princess remained on it, and 
her Royal Highness therefore retired 
from it. 

Apart from the social ostracism which 
the Princess has been subjected to on 
account of her husband’s pro-German- 
ism, Her Royal Highness, for the same 
reason, found herself the object of a 
certain suspicion still more intolerable 
in official quarters. Most of her cor- 
respondence is censored, her movements 
are constantly shadowed and she has 
been from time to time prohfbited from 
going beyond the five-mile limit from 
London. The Prince is quite indifferent 
to these restriction and inconveniences, 
but they are strongly resented by the 
Frincess. To end them, at least in part, 
the Princess has entered into a private 
deed of separation from the Prince. 

The King consented to this course 
last week. The Prince will occapy 
Cumberland lodge at Windsor and the 
Princess will be provided with rooms at 
St.. James’ Palace by the King. After 
the war the Prince will go back to Ger- 
many and the Princess will continue to 
jiive in England. 

The Princess has an annuity of $30,000 
per annum settled on her by the State 
at her marriage. This is the whole in- 
come at present of the Christian hovwse- 
hold, as the Prince cannot receive any 
income from his German estate, which 
amounts to about $20,000 per annum, 
until the war is over. The King has 
therefore agreed to advance him $5000 
per annum until then and the Princess 
will allow him another $5906 per annum.

IN SHANGHAI, BUT 
IT IS DIFFERENT 


Wife of Former St. Louis News- 
paper Man, Now Publisher ip 
China, Tells of Conditions. 


CAN’T HIRE ONE SERVANT 


Social Obligations of Exacting 
Nature a Factor in Determin- 
ing the Cost of Living. 


Mrs. Herbert Webb, wife of one of 
the editors of the China Press, at Shang- 
hai, who formerly was a St. Louis news- 
Paper man, back home for an eight- 
months visit, is entertaining her friends 
with an account of the economic condi- 
tions in the international colony where 
she resides. ‘ 

At the home of her parents, Mr. and 


Mrs. George C. Wright, 3869 Magnolia 
avenue, last night, Mrs. Webb, in dis- 
cussing with a reporter the conditions 
there, said living in Shanghai was 
cheaper than in St. Louis. 

“Living in Shanghai is vastly cheap in 
one sense—the cost of foodstuffs, serv- 
ants, ete., but you live differently, as 
„that is the social colony of the Far 
East,“ she said. 

Mrs. Webb said there is no such thing 
as the servant problem there. For a 
sum equal to $5 in gold you get the best 
servant obtainable. 


Can’t Hire Just One Servant. 
But you can’t hire just one—that is, 


an experienced one—for they don’t work 
that way. Why, when I was living re- 
cently in the palace of a Korean Prince 
I had eight, and nearly everyone has 
three or four. They don’t like to work 
alone, but each prefers to have his own 
line of work to do.” 

Mrs. Webb said that the servants will 

seldom work for people who do not dress 
for dinner. “As practically everyone 
puts on his or her dinner clothes, they 
consider they ‘lose face,’ as they call it, 
or rather respect of the other servants, 
unless they work for people affording 
such wardrobes.” 
Foodstuffs also are cheaper. Toma- 
toes, for which you pay 15 cents a can 
here, we get for 10 cents,“ she continued. 
„And meat from the packipg houses in 
Chicago is sold to us as cheap as the 
bwholesale merchants can purchase in the 
United States. As for our sewing ma- 
‘chines, why we can purchase an Ameri- 
can machine for 835, the same machine 
that sells in St. Louis for 860.“

“ON DISPLAY AT Sa S GARDEN 


One Group Shows Movement Toward 
Insect, Enveloping a Digestive 
Fluids 
Insectivorous plants are now on dis- 
play in the north vestibule of the Nepen- 
thes house, of the Missouri Botanical 
Gardens. The gardens are open every 
Sunday—free to the public—from 2 p. m. 
till sunset and every week day from 8 

o’clock until a half hour after sunset. 

The Insectiyorous plants, through their 
special adaptations for capturing insects, 
have been classified by. botanical 
scientists into three natural groups, two 
of which are represented in the Missouri 
Botanical Garden collections. 

The first group includes those forms in 
which chambers are. developed into 
which small antmals may enter, but 
from which it is impossible for them 
to escape. These pians exhibit no move- 
ment of any kind. The second group 
embraces thase forms which show a 
definite movement designed to cover the 
prey with as great a quantity of diges- 
tive fluid as possible, a movement which 
in some cases also serves to capture the 
insect. The third group, which at the 
present time is not represented in the 
garden collection, is composed of those 
forms which have neither pitfall nor 
exhibit any movement, but whose leaves 
are covered with a mucilaginous sub- 
stance in which insects become en- 
tangled, later to be digested by the 
plants.

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“TIN SHANGHAI, BUT 


Wife of Former St. Louis News- 
paper Man, Now Publisher ip 
China, Tells of Conditions. 


CAN’T HIRE ONE SERVANT 


Social Obligations of Exacting 
Nature a Factor in Determin- 
ing the Cost of Living. 


Mrs. Herbert Webb, wife of one of 
the editors of the China Press, at Shang- 
hai, who formerly was a St. Louls news- 
Paper man, back home for an eight- 
months visit, is entertaining her friends 
with an account of the economic condi- 
tlons in the international colony where 
she resides. 

At the home of her . Mr. and 


Mrs. George C. Wright, 3869 Magnolia 
avenue, last night, Mrs. Webb, in dis- 
cussing with a reporter the conditions 
there, said living in Shanghai was 
cheaper than in St. Louis. 

“Living in Shanghai is vasily cheap in 
one sense—the cost of foodstuffs, serv- 
ants, ete., but you live differently, as 
„that is the social colony of the Far 
East,“ she said. 

Mrs. Webb said there is no such thing 
as the servant problem there. For a 
sum equal to $5 in gold you get the best 
Servant obtainable. 


Can’t Hire Just One Servant. 
But you can’t hire just one—that is, 


an experienced one—for they don’t work 
that way. Why, when I was living re- 
cently in the palace of a Korean Prince 
I had eight, and nearly everyone has 
three or four. They don’t like to work 
alone, but each prefers to have his own 
line of work to do.“ 

Mrs, Webb said that the servants will 

seldom work for people who do not dress 
for dinner. As ee se everyone 
puts on his or her dinnér clothes, they 
consider they ‘lose face,“ as they call it, 
or rather respect of the other servants, 
unless they work for people affording 
such. wardrobes.” 
Foodstuffs also are cheaper. Toma- 
toes, for which you pay 15 cents a can 
here, we get for 10 cents,“ she continued. 
And meat from the packipg houses in 
Chicago is sold to us as cheap as the 
wholesale merchants can purchase in the 
United States. As for our sewing ma- 
chines, why we can purchase an Ameri- 
can machine for $35, the same machine 
that sells in St. Louis for 860.“ 


Jitneys Do Rushing Business, 
Shanghai is up-to-date in that two jit- 


are doing 4 rushing business, she said. 
Street railways run to many sections of 
the city and taxicabs are found every- 
| where. 

“You can get a modern seven-passen- 
ger car of the 1915 model for $1.50 an 
hour,“ she continued. And if you rent 
from a Chinaman you get it still cheap- 
er, though the machine may not be quite 
as nice, However, when you rent from 
the Chinaman you haggle with him 
over the price, as they always name an 
exorbitant figure at first. If you don't 
haggle they think you are crazy.“ 
Another favorite method of.transporta- 
tion there is the old-styled horse-drawn 
victoria, which is very popular, Mrs. 
Webb said. 

‘“‘Shanghal is the social center of the 
Far East, and social obligations raise 
the cost of living somewhat,“ she ex- 
plained, as she told of the numerous 
officials of the various governments and 
the army and navy officers of all the 
Powers who gathered there. But still, 
people don’t generally go there unless 
they can afford that kind of life.“

“ON DISPLAY AT SHAW'S GARDEN 


One Group Shows Movement Toward 
Insect, Enveloping a Digestive 
Fluid, 

Insectivorous plants are now on dis- 
play in the north véstibule of the Ngpen- 
thes house, of the Missouri Botanical 
Gardens, The gardens are open every 
Sunday—free to the public—from 2 p. m. 
till sunset and every week day from 8 

o’clock until a half hour after sunset. 

The Insectiyorous plants, through their 
special adaptations for capturing insects, 
have been classified by botanical 
scientists into three natural groups, two 
of which are represented in the Missouri 
Botanical Garden collections. 

The first group includes those forms in 
which chambers are. developed into 
which small antmals may enter, but 
from which it is impossible for them 
to escape. These pians exhibit no move- 
ment of any kind. The second group 
embraces those forms which show a 
definite movement designed to cover the 
prey with as great a quantity of diges- 
tive fluid as possible, a movement which 
in some cases also serves to capture the 
insect. The third group, which at the 
present time is not represented in the 
garden collection, is composed of those 
forms which have neither pitfall nor 
exhibit any movement, but whose leaves 
are covered with a mucilaginous' sub- 
stance in which insects become en- 
tangled, later to be digested by the 
plants.

increased interest in their portfolios, 
and more attention began to be paid to 
the fact that St. Louis herself has etch- 
ers whose product has been considered 
worthy by connoisseurs in other parts of 
the world. George C. Ald, Dawson-Wat- 
gon, Gustav F. Goetsch, Charles K. 
Gleeson, Miss Celia M. Steuver are some 
of these St; Louis artiste. Art lovers 
who do not find themselves “up to” 
Rembrandt investments are finding that 
the splendid etchings by masters of to- 
day are amply worth while, and the St. 


‘Louis league wants to stimulate mod- 


ern and American art. 

According to all the connoisseure, 
there is about the rare old print, direct 
from the hand of the early master and 
in fine state of preservation, even mel- 
lowed just a little by Time's faithful 
hand,“ a choice quality with which it 
is hard for the modern artist to com- 
pete. 

Etehings of Rembrandt. 

It was possible for Rembrandt to of- 
fer the now priceless work of his hand 
cheaply, because once having made the 
copper plate, upon the surface of which 
the etcher cuts his picture, he could 
print many copies and divide among 
them the charge for his labor. So, with 
the masters of today, because the work 
is Guplicated, one may obtain for a few 
dollars a picture upon which the artist 
has spent weeks of labor. 

These duplicate etchings are not 
copies, like reproductions of paintings, 
but each print is actually an original 
work by the artist. If there is a dif- 
ference, the fiftieth impression may be 
better than the first. The Iimitation only 
comes when the lines in the soft copper 
break down under the strains of the 
printing press. Even this is met in 
part by modern processes, so that large 
editions may be obtained. 

Lovers of black and white claim that 
etching, therefore, is a democratic art. 
The best thing of all is that the work 
of the great artist is brought directly 
within reach of the ordinary citizen. 
Your walls and mine may be decorated 
by examples of masterly workmanship- 


homage. 

Another merit of this art, of special 
interest to St. Louis, prospectively at 
least, is its value in interpreting the 
beautiful, the interesting and the his- 
toric aspects of the city.

FREDERICK, KNOWING HIS GUILT, 
AFRAID OF “CHANCE WITH GOD” 


Public Official Told by Realty Man, 
in Prison for Forgery, Story of 
Attempt to End Life. 

The story of how A. H. Frederick af- 
tempted to shoot himself after the ex- 
posure of his traffic in fraudulent deeds 
of trust, as told by Frederick in the 
Missouri Penitentiary, was brought to 
St. Louis yesterday by a public official 

who called on him in prison. 

The official, who did not care to have 
‘his name used, said that Frederick was 
still very nervous and had lost about 
twenty-five pounds since he began his 
prison sentence. 

“As soon as I heard that the reports 
of my wrongdoings had been published 


loaded it and went into the basement of 
the house in which I was staying.“ Fred- 
erick told the St. Louis official. 

JT cocked the hammer of the revolver 
and pressed the muzzle to my temple. 
With my finger on the trigger I prayed 
for strength enough to pull it and end 
my troubles.” 

Here, according to the official, Fred- 
erick paused for a moment and dropped 
his head into his hands. Then he lift- 
ed his hand and tapped the official on 
the shoulder. 

But, to tel] you the truth,” he con- 
tinued, “I knew I was guilty, and I 
was afraid to take a chance with God.“ 
Frederick is serving a 10-year sentence 
on a plea of guilty to forgery in the first 
degree. He was elected President of 
the Board of Aldermen a few days be- 
fore the exposure of his traffic in forged 
deeds of trust. 


PART OF ONE OF THE RIBS OF 
KING OF GREECE REMOVED 


Relief Follows the Operation Which 
Is Believed to Have Been Neces- 
sitated by Pleurisy. 
LONDON, June 5.—An Athens dis- 
patch to the Exchange Telegraph 
Company says that Prof. Risclberg of 
Vienna performed today an operation 
on King Constantine, removing part 
of the tenth rib. 
The King felt some relief after the 
operation. The treatment is likely to 
cover a long period of time. 


The operation performed on King 
Constantine indicates that the King 
probably is suffeing from pleurisy 
with purulent effusion which is 
known as empyema, the treatment for 
which comprises the removal of one 
or more ribs and drainace. 

One of the early bulletins on the 
King’s condition, issued by the at- 
tending physicians, on May 15, men- 
tioned the presence of pus in the 
pleural cavity which accounts for the 
occasional relapse which King Con- 
stantine has suffered. A favorable 
sign, however, is the comparatively 
low temperature and respiration 
noted in the latest reports.

State Law on Relations 


of Breweries and Saloons 
HE State law forbidding 
T breweries and distillertes 
to be interested in 
saloons—a law which has been 
strictly enforced by the Kansas 
City excise authorities, dut 
which Excise Commissioner 
Rumsey of St. Louis refused to 
consider as a basis for questions 
in the Miller license hearing—is 
as follows: 

Section 7187, Revised Statutes of 
Missouri, 1909. 

Wholesale dealers and menufec- 
turers not to be licensed as dram- 
shop keepers— 

No person, firm or corporation, or 
agent, employe or representative of 
any person, firm or Corporation en- 
gaged ‘in the manufacture of malt 
or spiritous liquors, or the sale as 
a wholesaler or jobber of malt or 


spiritous liquors, shall be licensed 
to keep a dramshop. 


Refuses to Say Whether He Will, 


Excise Commissioner Rumsey refused 
last night to answer questions is to 
his attitude toward the enforcement of 
the State law which forbids breweries 
and distiiseries to be interested in sa- 


loons. The questions were suggested by 
the record, published in yestérday’s 
Post-Dispatch of a hearing at which he 
forbade the asking of any questions 
tending to show a violation of this law. 

Rumsey took office April 1, with the 
announcement that he would enforce 
the laws that exist, and would not en- 
force any that do not exist. 

Last night was farewell night at Louis 
Gazzolo’s saloon, 6100 Delmar boulevard. 
Gazzolo gave up his license Friday 
night, after Rumsey, as he said yester- 
day, had decided it would have to be 
revoked. This decision followed an of- 
ficial certification by the Election Board 
that its records had been falsified in 
order to shew that seven signers “of 
Gazzolo’s petition were legally qualified 
to sign, when in fact they were not. 

Laid Fatts Before Rumsey. 

Frank B. Coleman, lawyer in charge 
of a remonstrance, laid before Rum- 
sey all the facts which the Election 
Board later certified, but Rumsey chose 
to accept the certificates which are now 
acknowledged to have been fraudulent. 
Following the Election Board's action, 
Coleman Thursday afternoon wrote to 
Rumsey, demanding that the case be 
reopened, and the Gazzolo license re- 
voked. Rumsey replied to Coleman Fri- 
day that the matter will receive at- 
tention.“ Coleman then prepared a pe- 
tition for a writ of certiorari, which 
would have been filed in the Circuit 
Court but for Gazzolo’s action in giving 
up his license.

What Records Show. 

The Post-Dispatch yesterday ob- 
tained the stenographic record made 
by F. W. Hut, 510 Times building, at 
the hearing held April 12 on Millers 
application. This license was granted by 
Commissioner Rumsey after it had been 
testified that the signatures of Arthur 
Geserich and his wife, on the petition, 
were forged. Geserich is cashier in 
tre Circuit Clerk's office, and he and 
his wife own property in the block. 

Commissioner Rumsey, in the hear- 
ing, strictly and sternly ruled out all 
questions as to the interest of the 
Griesedieck Brewery in Miller’s enter- 
prise.

FRENCH PLAN.TO MAKE GERMANS 
LAUGH THEMSELVES HELPLESS 


Bomb Containing Substance Similar in 
Effect to “Laughing Gas” Being 
Perfected. 

BOULOGNE, June 5.—The French are 


perfecting plans to capture Germans 
through making them laugh themselves 
into a state of helplessness. Behind 


the French lines at Rheims is a large 
bomb factory, where what may be 
called the “laughing gas bomb’’ is be- 
ing perfected. 

This is made in the shape of a chem- 
ical hand grenade. It contains a 
charge which rips open the grenade 
and frees a chemical substance similar 
in general effect to laughing gas, which 
dentists use. Recently experiments 
were made with a squad of French sol- 
diers in a trench. A number of the 
grenades were exploded.

Hardy Interrupts Testimony.

Sugar Refinery at Souches Again in 
Possession of French. 
BERLIN, June 5.—German headquar-

“In the western theater there has been 
further fighting for possession of the 
remainder of the sugar refinery at Sou- 
chez.

IN RAGING SW 
9 ARRESTS. MADE 


Kansas City Police Believe Pris- 
oners to Be Leaders of Syn- 
dicate Operating Over U. S.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June N- After the 
arrest of nine persons in various parts 
of the country today the polloe of Kan- 
sas City announced they believed that 
they had discovered the leaders of a 
syndicate which has been swindling 
numbers of persons in the large cities 
of the country by means of a fraudu- 
lent racing and wire-tapping scheme. 

Three of the men were arrested here 
and gave their names as Walter Harri- 
don of Omaha, Harry Stanhope of Phil- 
adelphia, and L. V. O’Brien of Meridian, 
Miss. The local police say that a man 
and two women, Leopold Seeds and his 
wife and Mrs. Cora Bethel, are being 
held in Denver in connection with the 
syndicate, an‘ one man in Philadel- 
phia, who is known as “Yellow’’ Simp- 
son. Two men whose names are not 
known are held at St. Joseph. 

In the pockets of the men arrested 
here, the police say, were found racing 
forms and tickets, rolls of imitation 
money and newspaper clippings telling 
of enormous winnings on racetracks 
The band is said by the police to have 
maintained headquarters at Excelsior 
Springs, Mo., with connections in the 
larger cities. 

The police say the gang Operated over 
the entire country, and maintained a 
fake turf club at Excelsior Springs. The 
members wore évening dress, and sent 
many messages in code. All members 
of the gang were well supplied with 
money and diamonds. 

The arrests were made on complaint 
of J. W. Klinkerman of Los Animas, 
Colo,, who says he lost $3000. 

In St. Joseph, Wednesday, Klinker- 
man told the police he had come there 
to meet men who gave the names of 
Clark and Henry. He said Henry in- 
duced him to bet with. Clark on races 
and that he was permitted to win $21.000. 
This, he said, Clark paid him in cash. 

Then he lost several bets and in an 
effort to win it all back again, pooled 
with Henry. He said to do this he 
had to draw 38000, all he had, from the 
bank. He and Henry were supposed to 
win until Clark owed them $80,900. 
Clark pregented a $100,000 check aad said 
he would pay them if they would raise 
the $20,000 change. To raige his share, 
Klinkerman went to Las Animas, mort- 
gaged his farm for $7000 and returned 
to St. Joseph, where the men were to 
meet for the transaction.

From that moment we 
fought with a kind of desperate fury, 
without minding hostile thrusts, with 
words and acts.

Accused of High Treason. 

On May 4, at a meeting the peo- 
ple accused «im of high treason.

Citizens’- Committee Says Cer- 
tain Statements of Opponents 
Are Misleading. 


The Citizens’ Parkway Committee is- 
sued an official statement yesterday, 
explaining in detail what the Parkway 
will mean to St. Louis, how it will be 
paid for, and how the committee has 
conducted its campaign. It should be 
borne in mind that Mayor Kiel is chair- 
man of the Citizens’ Parkway Commit- 
tee, and that the statements of this 
committee are based upon facts which 
have been verified, The statement fol- 
lows: 

“The Parkway election is Tuesday, 
June 8. The issues have at last been 
made up. From the very beginning 
everything that the Citizens’ Parkway 
Committee has done has been in the 
open. Every cent that Fas been sub- 
scribed by public-spirited citizens, with- 
out any thought or possibility of re- 
ward in any way except as citzens of 
a greater St. Louis, has been published 
in the newspapers. 


Opponents’ Statements Answered. 

“We have followed very closely the 
staternents that have been issued over 
the signatures of some of our wealthy 
property owners who are opposing the 
Parkway ordinance. Certain statements 
issued by them have been absolutely 
misleading and not based on facts. We 
again call attention to the following: 

“First, Election:.This election will 
enable the city to determine the cost 
of the Parkway and to proceed with it 
if found reasonable, or drop it if found 
excessive.

HE Parkway improvement, which includes the property fronting the 
Union Station and the Municipal’ buildings, was recommended by 

the City Plan Commission after prolonged investigation and dis- 
cussion, then approved by the municipal authorities, and now is submitted 
to the people under the referendum provision of the city charter. 
has been definitely decided that the city has the right to dismiss a con- 
demnation proceeding and abandon a proposed improvement, even after 
the report of the commissioners is made, the argument that the cost of 
the improvement will be so great that it would be impracticable for the 
city to carry it out, falls to the ground, because the city authorities could, 
and doubtless would in this case, dismiss the proceedings if it appeared 
from the report of the commissioners that the cost would be too great. 


From this point of view, therefore, 
it is clear that 2 vote for the Park- 
way is a vote to determine whether 
or not its cost would be within the 
limits of practicability; while, on the 
other hand, a vote against the Park- 
way would mean that our citizens are 
so opposed to such an improvement. 
or so indifferent, that they will not 
even allow the practicability to be 
determined. Can the city afford to 
have it ‘published to the world that 
such is our attitude in relation to 
such a public improvement? 

Inconsistent Opposition Reasons. 

Objections to the pending ordinance 
are made on two radically different 
grounds, which are wholly inconsist- 
ent with each other. Some say the 
city ought to pay the entire cost— 
that is, nothing ought to be assessed 
upon the property benefted by the 
improvement; while others say that 
the entire cost should be assessed 
against the property benefited and 
nothing against the city. These ob- 
jectors are both in error, It is not 
right that the citizens of Scuth St. 
Louis and North St. Louls shculd pay 
for this improvement, except in so 
far as they are benefited—that is, 
the whole city is benefited—by the 
improvement. On the other hand, it 
is not just that the abutting and 
neghboring property, which is espe- 
clally benefited by the improvement, 
should pay except in proportion to 
that especial benefit; that is, it would 
be confiscation to compel them to pay 
for a general benefit which they only 
share in common with the whole city. 
In other words, the especially bene- 
fited property should pay according 
to that benefit, while the general 
public should pay for so much of the 
cost as is fairly apportioned to the 
general benefit accruing to the gen- 
eral public. If the cost of the im- 
provement is so great that !“ cannot 
be paid for by a fair tax on the espe- 
cially benefited district and a fair ap- 
portionment to the general public, 
then, of course, the proceeding would 
have to be dismissed for impractica- 
bility. 

Under the old city charter the bene- 
fited district for such an improvement 


— — 


As it 


would only include the adjoining prop- 
erty. This involved injustice when the 
improvement, as in the present case, 
was of such a character as to include 
more than the adjoining property. The 
new charter remedies this injustice by 
having the benefited district fixed by 
the commissioners. It is interesting to 
note that in Kansas City, under its 
charter, practically the whole city was 
divided into three benefit districts for 
the creation of their extensive park sys- 
tem, and this charter provision was 
sustained by the Supreme Court. (See 
Kansas City vs. Bacon, 147 Mo. 281, 157 
Mo., 460.) : 


Under the new City Charter, section 
4, article 21, the three commissioners ap- 
pointed by the Circuit Court must be 
freeholders or residents in the city for 
five years next before their appoint- 
ment. Each property owner has the 
opportunity to show to these commis- 
sioners and the members of the com- 
mission are really expert jury men, and 
to the Court, the amount of damages 
which he suffers from the proposed im- 
provement. In like manner each prop- 
erty owner in the, benefited district 
fixed by the commissioners has the 
right to show how little, or not at all, 
his property is especially benefited. The 
commission must give 10 days’ notice 
both for fixing damages and for asses- 
sing benefits. If the aggregate of the 
benefits fails to meet the cost of the 
damages, the balance must be assessed 
to and paid by the city or the proceed- 
ing abandoned. If the city’s payment of 
the share requires a bond issue, that 
must receive the approval of the peo- 
ple. It is a notable fact that Kansas 
City only last week, by a vote of 9 to 
1, approved a bund issue of several 
million dollars to pay the city’s share 
under a similar apportionment of the 
pending public improvements.

ARGUMENTS OF 
PARKWAY’ FOES 
k ANSWERED 


Citizens’: Committee Says Cer- 
tain Statements of Opponents 
Are Misleading. 


The Citizens’ Parkway Committee is- 
sued an official statement yesterday, 
explaining in detail what the Parkway 
will mean to St. Louis, how it will be 
paid for, and how the committee has 
conducted its campaign. It should be 
borne in mind that Mayor Kiel is chair- 
man of the Citizens’ Parkway Commit- 
tee, and that the statements of this 
committee are based upon facts which 
have been verified. The statement fol- 
lows: 

“The Parkway election is Tuesday, 
June 8 The issues have at last been 
made up. From the very beginning 
everything that the Citizens’ Parkway 
Committee has done has deen in the 
open. Every cent that kas been sub- 
scribed by public-spirited citizens, with- 
out any thought or possibility of re- 
ward in any way except as citzens of 
a greater St. Louis, has been published 
in the newspapers. 


Opponents Statements Answered. 

We have followed very closely the 
statements that have been issued over 
the signatures of some of our wealthy 
property owners who are opposing the 
Parkway ordinance. Certain statements 
issued by them have been absolutely 
misleading and not based on facts. We 
again call attention to the following: 

“Eirst, Election: This election will 
enable the city to determine the cost 
of the Parkway and to proceed with it 
if found reasonable, or drop it if found 
excessive. 

“Seeond, Cost: The opposition con- 
tend it will cost $15,000,000, whereas the 
records in the Assessor’s office show 
that the owners are paying taxes on 
only $4,045,489.00. If their contention is 
true, they have been paying taxes on 
about one-fourth the real value of the 
property. Let's find out who is right, 
and either get more revenue from these 
Parkway opponents or get the Park- 
way. 

“Third, Who Will Pay: They have 
created the impression that the Park- 
way must be paid for entirely by special 
taxes. This is not correct, as it is the 
purpose of this election to find out how 
it may be paid for.

From this point of view, therefore, 
it is clear that a vote for the Park- 
way is a vote to determine whether 
or not its cost would be within the 
limits of practicability; while, on the 
other hand, a vote against the Park- 
way would mean that our citizens are 
so opposed to such an improvement, 
or so indifferent, that they will not 
even allow the practicability to be 
determined. Can the city afford to 
have it published to the world that 
such is our attitude in relation to 
such a public improvement? 

Inconsistent Opposition Reasons. 

Objections to the pending ordinance 
are made on two radically different 
grounds, which are wholly inconsist- 
ent with each other. Some say the 
city ought to pay the entire cost— 
that is, nothing ought to be assessed 
upon the property benefted by the 
improvement; while others say that 
the entire cost should be assessed 
against the property benefited and 
nothing against the city. These ob- 
jectors are both in error. It is not 
right that the citizens of Scuth St. 
Louis and North St. Louis sheuld pay 
for this improvement, except in 80 
far as they are benefited—that is, 
the whole city is benefited—by the 
improvement. On the other hand, it 
is not just that the abutting and 
neghboring property, which is espe- 
clally benefited by the improvement, 
should pay except in proportion to 
that especial benefit; that is, it would 
be confiscation to compel therm to pay 
for a general benefit which they only 
share in common with the whole city. 
In other words, the especially bene- 
fited property should pay according 
to that benefit, while the general 
public should pay for so much of the 
cost as is fairly apportioned to the 
general benefit accruing to the gen- 
eral public. If the cost of the im- 
provement is so great that !“ cannot 
be paid for by a fair tax on the espe- 
clally benefited district and a fair ap- 
portionment to the general public, 
then, of course, the proceeding would 
have to be dismissed for impractica- 
bility. 

Under the old city charter the bene- 
fited district for such an improvement 
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HE Parkway improvement, which includes the property fronting the 
Union Station and-the Municipal’ buildings, was recommended by 

the City Plan Commission after prolonged investigation and dis- 
cussion, then approved by the municipal authorities, and now is submitted 
to the people under the referendum provision of the city charter. 
has been definitely decided that the city has the right to dismiss a con- 
demnation proceeding and abandon a proposed improvement, even after 
the report of the commissioners is made, the argument that the cost of 
the improvement will be so great that it would be impracticable for the 
city to carry it out, falls to the ground, because the city authorities could, 
and doubtless would in: this case, dismiss the proceedings if it appeared 
from the report of the commissioners that the cost would be too great. 


As it 


would only include the adjoining prop- 
erty. This involved injustice when the 
improvement, as in the present case, 
was of such a character as to include 
more than the adjoining property. The 
new charter remedies this injustice by 
having the benefited district fixed by 
the commissioners. It is interesting to 
note that in Kansas City, under its 
charter, practically the whole city was 
divided into three benefit districts for 
the creation of their extensive park sys- 
tem, and this charter provision was 
sustained by the Supreme Court. (See 
Kansas City vs. Bacon, 147 Mo. 281, 157 
Mo., 460.) 


Under the new City Charter, section 
4, article 21, the three commissioners ap- 
pointed by the Circuit Court must be 
freeholders or residents in the city for 
five years next before their appoint- 
ment. Each property owner has the 
opportunity to show to these commis- 
sioners and the members of the com- 
mission are really expert jury men, and 
to the Court, the amount of damages 
which he suffers from the proposed im- 
provement. In like manner each prop- 
erty owner in the, benefited district 
fixed by the commissioners has the 
right to show how little, or not at all, 
his property is especially benefited. The 
commission must give 10 days’ notice 
both for fixing damages and for asses- 
sing benefits. If the aggregate of the 
benefits fails to meet the cost of the 
damages, the balance must be assessed 
to and paid by the city or the proceed- 
ing abandoned. If the city’s payment of 
the share requires a bond issue, that 
must receive the approval of the peo- 


ple. It is a notable fact that Kansas 


City only last week, by a vote of 9 
1, approved a bond issue of sev 
million dollars to pay the city’s

Lawyers for Fulton Man at Di- 
vorce Trial Claim They 
Have New Evidence. 


LETTERS ARE INTRODUCED 


Author of Love Missives Alleged 
by Defendant’s Wife to Be 
St. Louis Married Woman.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 5.—Only 
one witness took the stand today in 
the trial of the divorce suit of Mrs. 
Gertrude V. Stephens against John 
L. Stephens of Fulton, heir to an es- 
tate of $40,000. Judge David H. Har- 
ris of Fulton, testified as to the value 
of property held by Stephens and the 
trial then was adjourned to Monday. 

That “temptation,” whose fervent 
‘love letters to Stephens, were read at 
the trial, carried on a similar cor- 
respondence with three other young 
men in Fulton at the same time, is 
the statement of attorneys for the 
defense. They indicated today that 
an attempt would be made to prove 
this Monday, although they admitted 
they did not have possession of the 
letters alleged to have been received 
by the others. “Temptation” is al- 
1 ged by Mrs. Stephens to be Mrs. 
Margaret Carter of St. Louis. 

Stephens’ lawyers, it is declared, 
are attempting to develop this angle 
of the case to support their client's 
contention that his correspondence 
with “Temptation” was a “make-be- 
lieve.” Stephens has testified that 
she wrote the first letter and that he 
answered it “for practice” to culti- 
vate a “style” for scenario writing. 

“Temptation” is not at the trial. 
Mrs. Carter is the wife of William 
Carter, an automobile salesman, liv- 
ing at the Albemarle Hotel, 4101 West- 
minster place, St. Louis. 

Following are extracts from some 
of the letters signed Temptation,“ 
introduced by Mrs. Stephens and 
identified as having been written by 
Mrs. Carter: 

“Loveland, Jan. 23, 1914. 

My Boy—Just did get up, and 
my first waking thought, as 
usual, was of you, dear. 

I am wondering where you 
are thig minute, and just what 
you are thinking of.

CHICAGO, June 6.—Isadore Wexler, 
one of the chiefs of The Million Dol- 
lar Burglary Trust“ which he says had 
police protection, occupied the HMmelight. 
throughout today’s police graft trial. 

He was guarded by a dozen extra 
deputy sheriffs, owing to fears of pos- 
sible attack. He told Judge Dever that 
he recognized a dozen “gun men“ in the 
courtroom and that the death sign“ 
had been given to him by a man near 
the door when he was testifying. It 
left him pale and weak. 

Thirty-five suspicious characters were 
searched for weapons, but none was 
found. Others were ordered from the 
building by the sheriff's deputies. 

Werler's plea to the court for protec- 
tion was a play to the gallery,’’ Charles 
E. Erbstein, of counsel for the defense, 
declared. Assistant State’s Attorney 
Malato, however, maintained that Wex- 
ler was fearful he would be assasi- 
nated. “Wexler and Nathan Steinberg 
have ‘squealed’ on a lot of their ‘pals.’ 
They are marked men.” 

Wexler was still on the stand when 
the court adjourned until Tuesday. 

Only 32 persons composed the audience 
at the trial, because of the activity of 
the detectives in turning would~be spec- 
tators away. Capt. James O Dea Storen 
and Police Sergts. Michael Weissbaum 
and Frederick Roth, indicted on conspir- 
acy charges, are the defendants.

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HENLAYING Mo 
EGGS A DAY NOT 
ORDINARY FOWL 


Such Feats Usually Accomplish- 
ed Under Pressure and the 
Process Is Wearing. 


While one occasionally hears of an in- 

stance of a hen laying two eggs a day, 
such a claim, as a rule, is treated as a 
joke. But hens do sometimes lay two 
eggs in a single day; such feats being 
recorded in official laying experiments, 
sometimes for several days in succes- 
sion. 
I once had a buff Cochin hen and 
buff Cochins are not considered to be 
as good layers as some others—that 
laid 19 eggs in 19 days, then skipped 
a day and went at it again. She was 
a first prize winner, too. I have fre- 
quently had a hen lay an egg during 
the day and the night following lay 
another on the roost. In such cases 
at the experiment station they found 
that the hen then will not lay again 
until late in the afternoon of the next 
day, so that in a given period she will 
not have averaged more than one egg a 
day. 5 

Not long ago in one of the poultry 
papers a story appeared, written by a 
physician in Buffalo, N. T., who, a 
generation ago, for experimental pur- 
poses, tried to force egg production by 
providing bright artificial light for his 
laying hens at night. Under this condi- 
tion they rested. some, of course, but 
they were up and busy most of the 
time, consequently they consumed more 
than the usual amount of food. This 
physician claimed that he greatly in- 
creased egg production by this process, 
and that two eggs a day from a hen 
were not unusual. I have no doubt that 
this kind of forced egg production would 
tell on the constitution of the hens. 

know two brothers who are very 
successful poultry raisers. They hatch 
and rear their chicks artifically. They 
have a brooder house with a capacity 
of over 2000. They provide artificial light 
for the chicks until they themselves re- 
tire, in order to force growth, claiming 
that the chicks will eat more and grow 
faster than under ordinary conditions. 

While some poultry enthusiasts be- 
lieve that yearly egg records will con- 
stantly be pushed up in the future as 
they have been in the past, the new 
records undoubtedly will be made on 
very small margins and they will be- 
come fewer as time goes on. The limit 
in laying endurance of fowls seems 
about to have been reached. The strain 
of laying 290 or 300 eggs in a year is 
terrific, as is shown by the condition 
of the heavy layers at the end of the 
big laying contests. Those who saw 
the Nebraska hen that made the best 
individual record in the last contest at 
Mountain Grove, Mo., will recall what a 
wreck she was at the end of the year. 
Even her picture showed her to be 
nothing more than skin, bone and a few 
feathers. 


OFFICIALS AMONG 42 HELD 
FOR TEXAS ELECTION FRAUDS 


Commissioner, Judge, Sheriff 
and Police Are Indicted. 


CORPUS CHRISTI, Tex., June 5.— 
Federal indictments charging corrup- 
tion of an election were returned today 
against 42 persons, including prominent 
city and county officials, by the United 
States grand jury here, which has con- 
cluded an extensive investigation into 
alleged frauds in the election of last 
November. 

The Federal Court took jurisdiction 
here as in the Terre Haute cases, be- 
cause three Congressmen were voted 
for in this district. Bonds for the in- 
dicted men were set at various sums, 
from $10,000 to $500, and all of those 
arrested, except several Mexicans, had 
been released on bond tonight. United 
States Judge Waller T. Burns set the 
trials for a special term of Federal 
Court here Sept. 6. 

Among those named in the indict- 
ments are T. B. Southgate, United 
States Commissioner, W. B. Hopkins, 
District Judge, Walter F. Timon, Coun- 
ty Judge, Claude Fowler, Chief of Po- 
lite, Michael B. Wright, Sheriff, Russell 
Savage, City Attorney, and minor offi- 
clals, city policemen and private de- 
tectives. Of the 42 indicted, 38 were 
whites, of whom eight were Mexicans 
and four were negroes.

The “Unswatted” Rooster. 
You advise, “swatting the rooster,” 


but how shall we keep those wanted for 
next year?—S., St. Louis. 

A. When advice to swat the rooster is 
given it is not meant that all roosters 
are to be killed. If you have good ones 
that are yearlings, some of them at | 


least should be kept for next year. It is 
a good plan to mate cocks with pullets 
and cockerels with hens. You should 
not breed exclusively from immature 
stock. If you have pure-bred birds it is 
cheaper, of course, to keep your male 
birds than to buy new ones every year. 
and, in fact, one should keep more than 
one, pure-bred breeders especially, be- 
cause if one of the males should die it 
may cost considerable money to get 
what you Want from another source. 
The advice given to swat the rooster is 
given primarily with reference to farm 
flocks. Farmers too often keep a lot 
of surplus roosters around which eat a 
lot of feed. The farmer doesn’t miss 
this, perhaps, but it costs him money 
just the same. You can keep the sur- 
plus roosters with the flock or can keep 
them penned up. If you are raising 
pure-bred birds and have the facilities, 
the best plan is to keep the male birds 
in a good, clean, roomy coop during the 
time of year when you are not using 
them for breeding purpose. Of course 
you can allow them to run with the 
hens the year around, but this is not 30 
good either for the males or females. 
Of course the eggs are better for market 
purposes if they are not fertilized. 


Droopy Rooster. 

I should be pleased if you would ad- 
vise me regarding my Rhode Island Red 
cock bird. About two months ago he 
became lame and sat around ow the 
ground. I found he had scaly leg and 
applied a remedy for that. His legs 
are almost clean now, but still he sits 
around in the same way. I feed my 
chickens Purina chicken feed, grain and 
green stuff, nd at noon potato scraps, 
mixed with bran. They seem to relish 
this very much.— HB. G., St. Louis. 

Your feeding system seems to be good, 
but I cannot say what is the matter 
with your male bird. As he still sits 
around after being apparently cured of 
scaly leg, something else must be the 
trouble, but the symptoms you state are 
too indefinite. Is the bird free from lice? 
Of course, you understand that birds 
have a variety of diseases and the fact 
that the bird is droopy does not indicate 
much and there comes a time, of course, 
when chicks will die like anything else 
and you can’t always tell what is the 
matter. I should look for lice the first 
thing and should keep the bird by him- 
self and take the best possible care of 
him for a time. 


Ducks. 

How old should ducks be before they 
are left out in the rain? Must they be 
all feathered out? Can you tell me what 
is a preventive, and cure if possible, 
for cholera in old chicks? I use scalded 
milk and grated nutmeg for baby chicks 
with white diarrhea.—P. S., St. Louis. 

Your suggestion about ducks is good 


They should not be left out in the rain 
until they have attained some size and 


are well feathered out. The best pre- 
ventive against cholera is cleanliness. 
Cholera is cause by unclean quarters 
and especially by filthy water. When 
birds have what is called genuine chol- 
era, which is an acute form of indiges- 
tion, a cure is seldom possible. Be sure 
not only that the quarters are clean, 
but that the birds are free from lice and 
the feed is wholesome, and above all, as 
suggested, seo that the water is clean.

Pigeons, 

Noting in your columns many valuable 
helps regarding poultry and pigeons, I 
wish you would answer some questions 
for me regarding pigeons. 


Is it possible to get 9 or 10 pairs of 
squabs from a pair of homers in a 
year? My birds never lay until the 
squabs are ready to leave the nest. I 
cannot get over six pairs a year. Some- 
times a bird fluffs its feathers up and 
refuses to eat and in two or three days 
it dies. Sometimes the head will swell 
up and there is a yellow lump down in 
the throat. The bird dies in a few days 
I wish you would give me a good mix- 
ture of grain for 100 birds.—Pigeon Fan- 
cler, East St. Louis, III.

I would suggest that you inquire at a 
St. Louis poultry house or send for a 
jcopy of the American Pigeon Keeper, 
Chicago. (4.) With regard to a mixed 
feed, I am inclined to think I should 
buy it already mixed. I don’t believe the 
difference in price would be much, but 
of course you can mix it yourself. The 
following mixture, I believe, is good: 
Equal parts of cracked corn and wheat. 
one-half part of peas (Canadian pre- 
ferred) and kaffir, one-fourth millet and 
a somewhat smaller amount of hemp 
seed. 


Marketing Eggs by 
Parcels Post Pays. 


Poultry raisers have been slow to take 
up the parcel post as a medium for 
marketing their eggs direct to consum- 
ers in the city. Here and there, how- 
ever, producers are adopting the sys- 
tem and finding it to pay decidedly well. 
One such instance is that of August 
Lohman, a farmer near Zumbrota, 
Minn., who has been marketing all his 
eggs by parcel post for several months. 

Every week Lohman has sent an av- 
erage of 10 dozen eggs in one carton to 
|patrons in a suburb of St. Paul. The 
average price he receives is 31 cents a 
dozen. His market is in the first zone 
and the total expense of postage, car- 
tons, etc., is about 5 cents a dozen. The 
breakage ranges from two to five eggs 
in a carton of 10 dozen. By selling his 
eggs. in this way Lohman has realized 
about 3 cents a dozen more for eggs

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Co- Operation Urged 
to Save Egg Waste. 


It is estimated that nearly 8 per cent 
of the country’s output of eggs is lost 
through the haphazard methods of gath- 
ering and marketing them. Considering 
the fact that the yearly production of 


poultry and eggs totals more than $600,- 
000,000, it can readily be seen what a 
tremendous waste thus occurs. To rem- 
edy this condition, the United States 
Department of Agriculture is urging the 
formation of ‘‘co-operative egg circles.” 
A bulletin recently published by the 
department gives complete directions for 
the organization of such circles and 
also tells of their advantages. 

| The farm poultryman too often re- 
gards the eggs as a mere by-product 
and not of enough value to pay him to 
„fool with them.“ Especially is this true 
during the summer, when eggs are low 
and farm work is pressing. The poultry 
is then neglected and eggs go ungath- 
ered until many of them are unfit for 
food. When these are marketed the price 
paid is set low enough by the dealer so 
that he can cull the bad eggs and still 
realize a profit when he disposes of 
the good ones to the city markets or 
commission men. The farmer receives 
the same price for good, bad and indit- 
ferent eggs, thus causing him no un- 
necessary loss. 

The Government experts recommend 
that in organizing a community egg cir- 
cle it be enlarged as rapidly as possible 
to the point where it can employ a 
manager. The rule should be that each 
member must gather his or her eggs at 
least once a day, and in hot weather 
twice. After being gathered the eggs 
should be kept in a cool place and mar- 
keted as socn as possible, none being 
kept more than seven days. No eggs 
should pe washed, and the male birds 
should be kept away from the flocks 
except during the breeding season. 

The duties of the manager should in- 
clude the inspection, grading and mar- 
keting of eggs delivered to him. 

‘Such a system will enable the circle 
to make arrangements for the delivery 
of regular supplies to the best and most 
discriminating class of trade,“ says an 
official of the Department of Agricul- 
ture. “‘Co-operative marketing also en- 
ables the eggs to be put up in attractive 
cartons, which can be turned into valu- 
able mediums of advertising and reduce 
expense of shipments.’’ 


Kerosene, Emulsion 
for Lice and Mites. 


Lice and mites are again the bane of 
the poultryman, and for the next few 
months he must keep up a continuous 
fight if he would hold them down. It is 
not so mueh an impossible task. The 
secret lies in being always prepared with 
effective materials, and in applying the 
remedy at regular intervals, frequent 
enough to keep the pests from multiply- 
ing over and over again. 

One of the best means of fighting ver- 
min is the use of kerosene emulsion ap- 
plied with a force spray pump. It is es- 
pecially effective for mites, the worst of 
the two pests and hardest to extermi- 
nate. To make the emulsion, kerosene 
in the proportion of two gallons to one- 
half pound of whale oil soap, one quart 
of homemade soft soap, and one gallon 
of water, are mixed. The soap is dis- 
solved by boiling in the water, and while 
hot the kerosene is mixed with it. This 
m. ture is then stirred or churned rap- 
id until it becomes well mixed and 
smooth, as in beating cream. The mix. 
ture is then diluted with water, three 
to five times, before being applied. 

A bucket spray pump such as is used 
by gardeners is just the thing to apply 
this spray, as it can then be forced into 
every crack and crevice in the poultry 
house. This job of spraying should be 
most carefully done, for if just a few 
mites or lice are missed there will be 
enough to have the house infested again 
just as badly as before, in a very brief 
time. A little carbolic acid mixed with 
the spray before applying will make it 
more effective.

Most of the good hogs 
sold at $7.75@7.90, while the mixed 
and fair grades went at $7.50@7.70 
and rough packers at $7.00@7.10. 

Packers were slow traders all week 
as they claimed they were unable to 
secure hogs at other markets on a 
much lower basis than they could 
get them here. Practically all of the

The 
manufacturers of cotton cloth are not 
altogether satisfied with the -condi- 
tions under which they are working, 
as there seems to be difficulty in 
realizing prices that are satisfactory; 
at the same time they are not in- 
clined to make reductions, especially 
on the forward business. 

Spinners are buying spasmodicall 
and rather on the hand-to-mout 
plan. The demand for cotton from 
abroad is very small, but exports 
continue on a liberal scale, the past 
week approximating 100,000 bales, 
some 8000 bales more than for the 
same week last year, and making the 
total for the season but 100,000 bales 
under the 8,000,000 bales mark, and 
760,000 bales under the total of last 
year at this time. 

The stocks at the ports are slightly 
above the 1,000,000-bale mark and are 
decreasing, the shipments more than 
doubling the receipts; the indication 
is that the surplus of the crop car- 


if the declining tendency had been 
checked, the prospect was entirely 
dispelled about half an hour before 
the close. At that juncture, the sell- 
ing broadened out to roportions 
which swept the market lower than 
ever before since the shadow of the 
new cro began to force values to. 
shrink. In this connection many re- 
ports were received indicating an 
early harvest.

Feeling was also influenced 
by the continued fall in quotations 
from Liverpool, especially as the ex- 
port demand for new wheat was slow, 
and the panks at the seaboard were 
said to be refusing to negotiate long 
exchange. 

Temporary upturns resulted from ad- 
ditional storms in Oklahoma and from 
N report that black rust was spreading 
in that State near Chickasha. These 
factors were offset later, however, by 
estimates that, regardless of bullish ad- 
vices, Oklahoma could be depended on 
for a yield of 50,000,000 bushels and that 
the harvest would be genera! by the 
middle of June. 

As. regarding exports, it also was 
pointed out that clearances of wheat 
from North America for the week of 
4,800,000 bushels were the smallest since 
the first week of the war and amounted 
to only about the same as for the cor- 
responding time a year ago. Export 
buying for old wheat also dwindled 
perceptibly. |

DORRIS CARRIES MNT 
FEATURES OF FIRST CAR 


The entry into the field of high-class 
cars of the new Dorris six cylinder car 
brought to light the fact that it carries 
@ large number of features which were 
used on the first Dorris car put on the 
market in 1905. Most of these features 
have béen refined and improved but in 
principle they remain the same as on 
the original car. 

The original car built in 196 is still 
in good serviceable condition and is 
displayed in the show rooms of the 
Dorris Motor Car Ce. at Sarah street 
and Laclede avenue. It is a four-cylin- 
der car and it was cranked up and 
started to run Friday for the Post- 
Dispatch representative. The original 
car was designed by George P. Dorris, 
who is vice-president of the Dorris Mo- 
tor Car Co. 

Mr. Dorris did his first experimenting 
with motors for automobiles in Nash- 
ville, Tenn., and continued his experi- 
ence with the St. Louis Motor Carriage 
Co. in St. Louis prior to 1905. A re- 
capitulation of the original features of 
the Doris car and still in use is inter- 
esting. It is interesting also to note that 
a large number of these features have 
since been adopted by other manufac- 
turers, some of them as late as in 1914 
and 1915, 

One of these is the valve-in-head mo- 
tor, original with the Dorris Co. for 
automobile use. This is included in the 
first Dorris car. It is notable that every 
car in the money at the recent Indian- 
apolis race carried a valve-in-head 
motor. ‘ 

Another feature of the original car 
and which has been since adopted by 
practically every well known automobile 
is the unit power plant which means 
that the engine, fly-wheel, gear-box 
and transmission are all together, in- 
suring that they will be kept in allign- 
ment regardless of the road jars. This 
feature was patented in 1905 by George 
P. Dorris under patent No. 801712. One 
of the 12-cylinder cars have just adopt- 
ed this and one of the eight-cylinder 
types use it in its 1915 model. 

The platform spring was original with 
the Dorris .car and still is used by the 
company in its models. This has, been 
adopted by a large number of automob- 
bile manufacturers during the iast three 
years, 

The multiple disc clutch was first used 
on the Dorris car in 1905 and is still a 
part of its equipment. George P. Dor- 
ris’ first clutch was a single disc. He 
has never used anything but a flat face 
clutch. The number of faces was de- 
veloped as the power of the automobile 
increased, 

Timken roller bearings for motor car 
use were first tried out in the Dorris 
car. Mr. Dorris used them in 1901 on 
a motor car axle for the St. Louis Motor 
Carriage Co. It was not very success- 
ful because of the quality the steel 
used. The Timkin bearing is now used, 
it is claimed, on % per cent of the cars 
bullt in the United States. 

The speedometer worked from the 
transmission was original with the first 
Dorris car and is still used. 

The Dorris car was the first to use the 
Stromberg carburetor as its regular 
equipment, 

The Westinghouse starter was first 
used on the Dorris car. Westinghouse 
engineers spent several weeks at the 
Dorris factory perfecting its installa- 
tion. 

The tire pump for filling tires was 
installed on the first Dorris car in 1905, 
but was discarded for a while and then 
reinstated. 


The fan in the flywheel was original 
with the Dorris company. It was Mr. 
Dorris’ theory that better cooling could 
be had from a large fan in the fly- 
wheel than from a front fan, and his 
theories have proven true. The flywheel 
fan has always been used in the Dorris 
line. | 

The Dorris Co. was the first company 
in the United. States in 1910 to sell 
its car with complete equipment at the 
list price. This included top, windshield, 
speedometer, lamps, etc. Others fol- 
lowed suit after this. 

There has been no radical change in 
the original rear axle used by the Dor- 
ris car. 

It is a pecullar fact that so many 
standard ideas now in general use by 
automobile manufacturers were original 
with the Doris car, which means that 
they were original with George P. 
Dorris, who, backed by H. B. Kren- 
ning, president of the Dorris Motor Car 
Co., organized that company early in 
1905. The construction vf the first Dor- 
ris car was begun in August, 1905. and it 
was put on the streets on Thanksgiv- 
ing Day of that year. The Dorris Co. 
is now installed in one of the most 
complete and best lighted and ventilated | 
automobile facteries in the United 
States.

TOOTHBRUSH INSANITARY, SAY = DENTISTS 


S the toothbrush, which all diligent parents and 
teachers have taught the child to use at the least 
‘once each day, a menace to the health of the 
teeth and mouth? Several men high in the 
dental profession have recently declared that 
it is. 

The indictment of the toothbrush is not a new 

thing, and in the minds of many dentists the question 

was definitely settled in favor of the toothbrush years 
ago. But recently several rs have been written, by 
men ‘whose numes are well-known in the profession, 
condemning the brush as insanitary and a germ carrier. 


Dr. Bernard Feldman, of Perth Amboy, N. J., de- 
clares that the toothbrush has been proved to be a 
menace and is defeating the purpose of the oral hygiene 
movement. He says: ‘‘We are actually infecting the 
mouth imstead of cleaning it by the use of the filthy, 
germ-ridden thing. In sup of his statement he 
quotes Dr. Head, Professor Hutchinson and Professor 
Miller, all of whom, he says, have pointed out injurious 
results from the use of the toothbrush. 

Dr. Feldman says the brush is a dangerous instru- 
ment which it is practically impossible to sterilize. It 
cannot be boiled with impunity, he says, and all agents, 
such as tricresol or formalin, render the bristles of the brush or the 
handle unfit for use. Quoting Professor Hutchinson he says: Not 
only thé public, but the dentists themselves, have little conceptiou 
of the filthy state of the comparatively clean toothbrush as used in 
everyday life. . 

Dr. Feldman says that even were the brush sanitary it should 
not be used, because it does not reach the interproximal spaces 
where it is most 


it is important they should be kept clean. He also points out that 
many germs from the brush may be deposited in the spaces, thus 
A silk floss, he says, would reach the spaces and 
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thinks the brush is responsible for the spread of the 
disease by the introduction of amoeba into lacerations 
of the gum margin. 

Dr. Baker advocates a piece of cheesecloth or sur- 
geon’s gauze four inches square, wrapped over the end 
of the forefinger, as a substitute for the brush. He says 
the usual dentifrice may be spread upon the cloth and 
rubbed upon the teeth and gums. He would follew the 
use of the cloth with the silk floss to reach spaces 
between the teeth. He says the cloth should be thrown 
away after it is used, and that with the use of a fresh 
piece each time the teeth are cleaned, sanitary conditions 
are assured. 

However, Dr. Ernest P. Dameron, of St. Louis, 
president of the National Dental Association and for- 
mer president of the Missouri Board of Dental Exami- 
ners, defends the toothbrush. ‘‘You would. not stop 
brushing your hair because the hairbrush becomes filthy 
if it is not taken care of, would you?’’ he asks. 

He says that after many tests it has generally been 
concluded by men who have done dental research work 
that the toothbrush is not injurious, but he complains 
that a very small percentage of people know how prop- 
erly to use the brush. He says the teeth should be brushed up and 
down as well as merely across the surface.

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Claude Grahanie-White tells of the 
mighty work performed by avia- 
tors in scouting and in the destruc- 
tion of the enemy’s works 
“Archibald,” the deadly aeroplane 
gun, takes his toll of the heroes;- 
but many escape to save armies 
from assaults that could not be

HE aeroplane is the most spectacular of the new 
agents which for the first time in history are 
being tried out in the present war. Man has 
scarcely yet recovered from his amazement at 

the Wright brothers’ discovery that it is possible to 
traverse the skies in a machine heavier than the gir; 
but today, only a few years since the invention of the 
aeroplane, it has achieved a leading part in the greatest 
of all wars. 

How has the aeroplane acquitted itself in this gigantic 
test? None is better able to reply than Claude Grahame- 
White, famous English aviator, who has himself per- 
formed brilliant service at the front. With the aid of 
Harry Harper, he has written a stirring book, “Aircraft 
in the Great War (A. C. McClurg & Co.), which has 
the distinction of being a pioneer in describing the first 
exploits of a heroism entirely new under the sun—the 
heroism of warrior airmen with the sky for their battle- 
field. 

Some of the briskest passages, given here, tell how 
aviators came near accounting for Kaiser Wilhelm him- 
self, and how the Germans repaid the compliment by 
dropping bombs almost on King Albert of Belgium and 
President Poincare; how a raid was made on the great 
Zeppelin factory at Friedrichshafen, and how airmen 
had a star role in the military drama ending in Von 
Kluck’s retreat from Paris. 


HE Germans, according to Grahame-White, 

“have a gun we call ‘Archibald.’ He shoots 

extraordinarily well on some days and 

damn badly on others. Once I 

heard his beastly shells whistling above 

the noise of the engine when we came out 

of the clouds, so he must have been jolly 

near. . ‘Archibald’ certainly is a drawback. 

One has to be rather careful to circumvent him, as the 
blighter’s shooting has improved wonderfully.” 

In spite of “Archibald” and allied arms, which have 
taken their toll of adventurous airmen in all armies, 
the authors feel that the aeroplane has come as near 
to revolutionizing war as is possible and they quote Sir 
John French’s compliment on “incalculable service” with 
much gusto. 

How the aeroplane served Paris in the early days of 
the war is thus told: 

“At Mons our air. scouts rendered important serrica 
This was in the first stage 
of the war. And at the 
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beginning of the second : JE 


phase, only a week or 80 
later, the aviators were 
able again te do conspicu- 
ous work. It will be re- 
membered that Gen. von 
Kluck, on the German 
right, had thrust his way 
through France, by the 
weight and violence of his 
attack, at a speed which 
astonished the world. The 
allies fell back, step by 
step; but though battered 
to the point of exhaustion 
they would not break. It 
was an army undefeated, 
instead of one in pell-mell 
retreat, that Von Kluck 
found facing him as he 
drew near. Paris; and this 
did not suit him at all. 
In German plans, as made 
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before the war, this mag ü 


nificent rear guard fight - 
ing, such as had been 
waged by the allies, had 
scarcely been reckoned a 
factor. Von Kluck had 
hoped to crush the British, 
and overwhelm the French. 
That there should be a 
hostile army facing him, 
still intact, as he neared 
the gates of Paris, was by 
no means according to 
plan. But this army re 
fused to be beaten. Give 
ground it would; but for 
every yard it yielded it took its.toll of life; and still 
it spread an unbroken line of steel. To invest Paris, 
with a large and mobile army to threaten communica- 
tions and harass him on his flank, was no policy for 
Von Kluck; and so it happened that, at the eleventh 
hour, and when virtually in sight of his goal, he had 
to modify his plan and turn aside. 

“There came a critical moment when the German 
tide, instead of flowing on towards Paris, began to set 
eastward; the aim being to pass across the front of 
the British, and drive a crushing wedgelike blow into 
the army of the French. Here was a prime move, a 
change of plans that had vital import; and it was vastly 
to the interests of the German Staff that it should not 
be detected by their foe—at least, not until the move 
ment was well in progress. So Von Kluck, ere he swung 
his troops east, threw out towards the enemy a large 
and active screen of cavalry, who resisted stoutly the 
penetration of the hostile patrols. But patrols whom 
they could not resist were those whose viewpoint was 
the air; nor could the German Fiying Corps check their 
work. 

“The allies acted on it promptly. They changed from 
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SHEET «the defensive to a vigor- 
9 ous attack. The French 
army had been reinforced; 
so had the British; and 


fiture, had a taste of his 
own medicine. He had 
striven a week or so be- 
fore, with all his strength, 
to crush the allies’ wing. 
Now he in his turn, and 
with a suddenness for 
which he was not pre- 
pared, found that his flank 
was gravely menaced, and 
by a foe dangerously 
strong and determined. 

“It was then, almost 
with the quickness of a 
conjuring trick, that the 
aspect of the campaign 
changed. At one moment 
the Germans were on the offensive; the next, leaving 
their guns and ammunition wagons behind them, they 
were in retreat. The allies, concentrated at the crucial 
moment and in the critical direction, gave a demon- 
stration of what Gen. Foch has called ‘the economy of 
force. They not only struck hard, and with a large 
body of troops, but they struck also just at the moment, 
and at the place, when their blow would be most dam- 
aging to the enemy. The right of the German army 
reeled; but it did not break. Then it moved heavHy 
backward, and carried the rest of the line with it, the 
allies grimly at its heels.” | 

The authors offer a defense of bomb dropping atroc- 
ities which have been reported and execrated by civil- 
ians of all nations: 

“Aviators are accused of barbarities of which they 
have no intention. A typical statement, and one quite 
wrong, is that, say, of an eyewitness who, walking with 
an ambulance wagon near a railway station, declares 
that a hostile airman, passing overhead at the moment, 
has dropped a bomb ‘deliberately’ at the ambulance.

OW I must describe the nature of the 
information and documents I obtained 
from the German Consul in Rotterdam, 
information—-it should be borne in 
mind—by the use of which I hoped to 
obtain secrets of the British Secret 
Service for purposes already indicated 


I learned: 

1. How and by what means, methods and channels 
the German spies in England transmitted their intel- 
ligence to Rotterdam. 

2. That two codes were gencrally used by the German 
spies in England for the transmission of intelligence 
by cable, besides one code specially prepared for me. 

3. Some addresses in Rotterdam to which information 
was being sent. 

J. The substance of a questionnaire drawn up by the 
Nachrichtendienst in Wesel. 

5. The means by which the Germans spices in England 
were being financed. 

A detailed description of some of the above points 
may be of interest. As will be pointed out later, when 
my plan miscarried, I took steps to notify the Ger- 
mans and warned them to effect immediate changes 
all around. This was nearly two months ago, so that 
no harm can result from disclosing these details now: 

Intelligence is divided into two categories: A, Urgent; 
B, Nonurgent. All urgent information is sent by cable, 
of course. It may be asked how is it possible for a 
German spy in England to send a telegram to Rotter- 
dam, since there is a strict censorship in England and 
nothing but plain language messages are passed. 

To the uninitiated this may indeed seem an insur- 
mountable difficulty; in fact, however, it is the simplest 
thing imaginable. 

The two codes above referred to are known in the 
German Secret Service as the “family code” and the 
Lagenscheidt“ code respectively. The “family code” 
is a special one restricted to reporting movements of 
the British fleet. To give an illustration: 

‘Weber, Rotterdam. Best love to Alice and father. 

oe.’ 

This may mean “four dreadnoughts at Grimsby.” 
If “Joe” leaves “best” out and simply wires “love to 
Alice,” the message means something else. If “Joe,” 
on the other hand, would add “and to Uncle Tom in 
Amsterdam” that would mean something else which 
no one can possibly know unless he has the key to the 
code. Such a message is so innocent looking on the 
face of it that no censor would stop it. This code has 
an innocent looking key word for every important 
fort around England, Scotland and Ireland as well as 
for every French port in the Channel. It has also 
keywords for dreadnoughts, battle cruisers, battleships, 
first class cruisers, torpedo boats, ete. For two dread- 
noughts there is a particular word, for three still 
another, and so on. So that sending love to “Daisy” 
instead of to “Alice” may mean four dreadnoughts, and 
so forth. 

This “family” code has key words for steering east- 
ward, westward, north and south and for various 
longitudes and latitudes. 
Why? Because it was 
used extensively on the 
ocean and in the North 
Sea during the first 
months of the war by Ger- 
man spies who were pas- 
sengers on board ships.

has not the key to the message acts simply 
as a go-between for the spy and*his superior out of sym- 
pathy with the German cause. He passes the message 
on as he received it. It is deciphered in no time by 
looking up the pages and words indicated. = 

One means of transmitting information through the 
mail from England was to write in invisible ink on 
the white margin of English daily papers, weeklies or 
magazines and then to send them in an ordinary wrap- 
per to a prearranged address in Holland. As Consul 
Gneist laughingly remarked to me: “They can open 
all the letters they like, I am getting most of my postal 
information on the Times and other English papers.” 

Information to the spies in England from headquar- 
ters in Rotterdam was conveyed in the same manner 
and by messengers crossing from Holland. 

Now I come to the questionnaire drawn up by the 
Nachrichtendiest in Wesel. It put several questions 
to me on which they desired information. This ques- 
tionnaire disclosed the fact that the Germans knew but 
little about Kitchener’s army, its recruiting; composi- 
tion, organization, the transport of troops from England 
to France, the training camps in England, and about 
numerous matters connected with the Indian troops, 
their camps in France, etc. : 

It was this document which evoked from Capt. Kenny 
the following remark: “How interesting, how interest- 
ing. 1 must show this to Lord Kitchener at once. He 
will be awfully amused and interested.” 

On Dec. 30, 1914, I knew that within two days I 
should have the various codes, documents, etc. [ sat 
down and wrote a letter to Capt. Kenny somewhat on 
the following lines: 


“Dear Capt. Kenny: You will no doubt be sur- 
prised to get a letter from me from Rotterdam. 
Seeing that for some reason unknown to me you 
hesitated to employ me, I came here on the I7th 
inst. in order to prove to you that I could indeed 
be of great service to you. 

“I prefer not to divulge in a letter the result of 
my work, but I can tell you so much that you will 
be astonished and pleased. I shall leave here on 
Friday. Jan. 1, arriving in London Saturday eve- 
ning, and if possible, should like to see you the 
same evening. Please drop me a line to my club. 

I shall call there on my way home. 

“I am sending this letter through the British 
Consul here so that it shall quickly and safely 
reach you.” 

I want to draw attention to the last paragraph. There 
was a reason for this. In order to cross to England 
I had to have my passport vised at the British Con- 
sulate General in Rotterdam, also to avoid unpleasant 
questions about my sojourn in Rotterdam: and in order 
to obtain unmolested access into England I put the 
letter in an envelope and addressed it as follows:

It took a year for Victor 


Humbert’s consent to his 
marriage with Helena. 
Crispi, Humbert’s great 
minister, was unalterably 
opposed to it. He pointed 
out that the House of Sa- 
voy was new on the Ital?- 
lan throne, and needed to 
buttress itself by an alli- 
ance with one of the most 
powerful reigning families. 
Suitable matches could be 
arranged in England, in 
Germany, in Austria. 

Against these arguments 
of statecraft Helena had 
one weapon—her glorious 
youth and strength—bft it 
was sufficient. 
eleventh century the House 
of Savoy had ruled in 
Northern Italy, and in that 
time it had produced a dis- 
tressing number of imbe- 
ciles. To reinvigorate the 
line an infusion of fresh, 
mew blood was required; 
and eugenics won for the 
mountain Princess of Mon- 
tenegro. Humbert dis- 
missed Crispi’s protests 
with the words:

Yet, in this diminutive 
and pain-racked body was 
housed one of the finest 
minds and manliest spirits in Europe. Victor Emmanuel 
is recognized as the most intellectual sovereign now 
reigning. By years of severe study he made himseif a 
master of the sciences, peacaful as well as military, and 
is an authority upon economics, sociology and govern- 
ment. While still Crown Prince, he once planned a pil- 
grimage to the United States for the sole purpose of 
visiting Thomas A. Edison. He is extremely proud of 
his two honorary degrees as Doctor of Civil Law, con- 
ferred by Oxford and the University of Philadelphia. 

Studious, reserved, austere and rather repellent in 
manner, he took his future profession of kingship with 
the utmost seriousness. Lacking utterly. any trace of 
the gayety and frivolity of his nation, he looked upon 
the throne not as an opportunity for pride and show, 
but as a job—one of the biggest jobs on earth; and 
diligently trained himself for it accordingly. 

To him the glittering court life led by his father and 
mother was an intolerable bore. It seemed far more 
noble to drill his troops or to pore over books in his 
study like any “greasy grind” laboring for honors in 
college. For art and literature, to which his brilliant 
mother, Queen Margherita, was devoted, he cared not a 
straw. : 

But he dreamed of a home which would not be a 
court, but a refuge in whieh, when burdened with cares 
of state, he could find tender shelter, leaving the King 
at the threshhold and taking within only the husband

Despite her athletic accomplishments, she had been 
carefully educated.

After Victor Emmanuel’s accession to the throne, the 
court changed like magic from the splendid circle main- 
tained by Humbert and Margherita to a retired and 
domestic household in which the Queen, like any humble 
wife and mother, devoted herself utterly to her husband 
and children.

ACOB INLOW and prisons knew each other 
well. His picture, front and profile, was to be 
found in many albums. Certain measurements 
of his body, together with intimate details of 
his physique not casually observable, were a 
part of the first-hand data of penology in sev- 
eral states. On the books of the institution 

which today opened its familiar door to him he had a 
record of three prior visits of successively increasing 
length. 

But there are some things to which a man never does 
get used. With an affected nonchalance, however, though 
it deceived not even himself, Inlow went through the 
motions of hair cut and bath, and stood impenturbably 
while his Bertillon was rechecked. It was noon, und a 
group of striped convicts lounged in the yard and cast 
curious eyes at the new figure in parti- colored tailoring, 


which appeared just then in the office door. In them 


Jacob recognized his own kind. Quite logically he drift- 
ed across the yard to the tigerish-looking line which, 
by the mere shuffling of feet ahd the shifting of legs, 
opened and engulfed him. 
“*Lio, Jake!” they gutturaled, crowding round. “Whad 
y’ bring with yuh?” 
This, in convict circles, was the language of good 


form for preferring an interrogatory as to the number 


of years of one's sentence. 
“All of it,” Inlow croaked, with a dry husk in his 


voice, and this, on Jake’s part, was again the prison 


patois for a life sentence. 

“What t’ ell!“ muttered the group in gloomy sym- 
pathy. 

As for Jake, he shouldered his way through and 
gat down upon a bench, with his elbows on his knees 
and his head in his hands, his shoulders humped over 
and himself presently lost in moody abstractions. Com- 
ing back always took him hard. This time it took him 
harder than ever. 

“All of it!” All of life! All of liberty, all of the 
blue sky and the open road and the wide, tossing sea; 
all of the singing of birds and the prattle of children; 
all of the eager surge and throb of the mighty pulsating 
life of the world today. All of it—and yet, not quite 
all; because for months his mind had been obsessed by 
one mechanical idea that refused to be barred out even 
by the clanging doors of steel. 

The man was an inventive genius. He had the im- 
agination of a wizard. When he closed his eyes he saw 
wheels turning, he heard cogs clicking and the soft play 
of delicately adjusted bearings, and observed the ma- 
nipulation of keys with the emergence of a slice of tinted 
paper carrying certain disk-shaped perforations at ir- 
regular intervals over its surface. These perforations 
were not at random, but in accordance with a code. The 
machine was one to make check raising forever impos- 
sible. All his life Inlow had been going to jail for 
check raising. To perfect the invention and build the 
first machine would take years and—money! The in- 
ventor knew but one simple method of getting money. 
It was the irony of fate—that fate which jests at genius 
—that Inlow, to get the money to build the machine to 
prevent check raising, himself raised a draft of a down- 
state bank from an unassuming $8 to an entirely pre 
possessing $8000. 

While Jake divided with his confederates and 
pared to locate a secluded shack in the hills where he 
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could hammer and file and drill to his heart’s content, 
officers followed the broad spoor of his crime to the very 
heels of the criminal. 

It was dark when the officers came upon him. Inlow 
was not alone. There was an exchange of shots. An 
officer was killed. Inlow himself was readily taken, but 
his accomplice escaped. No weapons were found upon 
the captured man, but his confederate, who was un- 
known to the police, had vanished completely, and the 
blood of the slain man demanded a victim. Jacob In- 
low was charged with the killing. He sat in the dock 
and heard his accusers tell the story of it, and then 
stood up.and stared stolidly while the Judge gave him 
“all of it.” 


While the other convicts were marched away to their 


-afternoon task, Inlow brooded unsociably in the yard 


till lock-up time. 

He was now a year under 50. He had prided himself 
that he was young for 49. The snap of youth was in his 
eye, the elasticity of it in his carriage and movement. 
The prison life ages men fast, but it was his boast that 
all his years “behind” had never broken his spirit. He 
would welcome the solitude of a cell, for plans were 
swiftly forming in that cunning brain of his, and those 
resilient spirits were already on the rebound. 


Next day they put him to work in the machine shop, 
for Jacob was exceedingly clever with tools. He could 
get action out of wheels and cogs that stood still for 
everyone else. It was, therefore, a foregone conclusion 
that the foreman would demand him the moment he 
learned that Jacob was in the prison. It was also a 


~feregone conclusion that trouble would start when 


Jacob did, for he had the same marvelous capacity for 
clogging the mechanism of prison discipline that he had 
for making machinery rup. But the prison officials 
were willing to take chances on this, trying by repri- 
mands, transfers, withdrawals of privileges and even by 
straitjackets and “solitaries,” to undo the damage that 
he did to the prison social order, while the man himself, 
with grease-stained hands, a scrap of waste in his hip 
pocket, his striped prison cap over one ear and his 
cunning eyes peering cannily into the intricacies be- 
fore him, with wizard-like precision was undoing the 
wrongs that careless handling had done to lathes and 
looms and cutters and stitchers. 


This arrangement also suited Jacob well. It put 
him in touch with tools and materials, for he was 
determined to build his machine surreptitiously, under 
the very eyes of the guards. This also brought him 
into relations with twenty convicts in the machine shop 
and into occasional contact with the convict operators 
of machines from every part of the industrial plant, 
who were continually coming in ‘abdut their mechanical 
difficulties. These men were thus foreordained to be 
Jacob’s messengers to the outside in ways of which 
they wot not. 

And now, too, in the furtherance of his plans, Jacob 
busied himself in every spare moment with such rude 
drawing materials as were available. As the months 
lengthened into a year, and in every unoccupied. hour 
he was engaged with his drawings, it began to be a 
joke around the shop, a furtive joke to be chuckled 
over which Jacob could not hear. Toward the end of 
the second year the foreman laughed openly as he 
peered over Jake’s shoulder at the sheet, continuing to 
chuckle brazenly as he gazed, for the coarse paper was 
filled from end to end and from side to side with finely 
drawn lines that indicated bars and wheels and ratchets 
and traction rods and cogs and pawls, the several parts 
of Jacob's real invention, the name and object of which 
he cunningly guarded. However, the work never ap- 
peared to get any further than drawings. This was 
the joke. This was why the foreman laughed. 

Perhaps the foreman would not have chuckled quite 
so long if he had known that a duplicate set of those 
drawings had gone out of the prison the day before, 
sewed up in a bale of jute bags, and that an old woman, 
picking up coal on the railroad tracks, had hung about 


‘the little station, moving furtively among the bales as 


they stood on the freight platform, till she came upon 
one marked quite inconspicuously with a smutty cross, 
and that when she trudged away finally with her sack 
of coal upon her shoulder, she clutched that duplicate 
set of drawings in her bosom. 

But the time was coming for Jacob Inlow, the con- 
vict, to laugh. Each week he received through the 
mail a bundle of newspapers, addressed in ‘a cramped, 
uneven hand. The week after the drawings went 
out Jacob found upon the wrapper that carried his 
papers an inconspicuous, smutty little cross. When 
he saw this he laughed, not the hearty, wholesome 
cachination that rings out of the soul of a man who 
lives in the open, but a dry, ghostly chortle that died 
half apologetically upon the lips. 

That night, too, Inlow lay upon his bed wakefully 


and dreamed. 


The next day a convict, going out to work in the 
quarry, carried in his shoe a peculiarly shaped bit of 
wood cut from a cigar box, which exactly corresponded 
to one of the details of Jacob's drawing. The woman 
who gathered coal would find it under a loose rock 
at the edge of the quarry, and, following carefully the 
drawing, would fit it into the marvelous machine which 
was to grow bit by bit and week by week under her 
hand in her own hovel, far from the brain that was 


pre creating it. 


Reflecting upon this at night as he lay upon his back, 


staring into the blackness of his cell, Jacob dreamed 
again a wildly daring dream of an inventor's just re- 
ward. His convict bed was in the east room of a man- 
sion, and its gas pipe head and foot had become -bur- 
nished brass, while the cement walls of his cell had 
moved further away and were tinted and shaded by 


artist hands. The luxury and lure of the beautiful 


filled all his picture. 

The prison officials did not discern the reason of 
Jacob’s contentment—did not know it was because 
oddly shaped bits of steel and wire and wood were 
still finding their way out of the prison through devious 
channels and into a shack where a gray-haired woman 
felt her way patiently, painstakingly, with seamed and 
grime-stained fingers, over crude drawings, often doubt- 
ing and uncertain, but always finally building the piece 
firmly into the fabric of the machine. : 

True, the time for Jacob was long—very, very long; 
but the hope also was great—very, very great. What 
matter, therefore, if transportation was of necessity 
slow and irregular and uncertain? These were his 
‘difficulties. He had set himself doggedly to overcome 
them. There were 964 separate parts in his machine. 
Sometimes a piece outward-bound was lost, and he was 
long learning of it.

It was not his de- 
scription now, not by any means—but the machine 
worked! It was finished and it worked! He had the 
evidence. a 

Joy surged through the dry veins of the old man un- 
til they seemed to crackle. Ashamed of such emotion, 
he gulped hard, and opened his paper to read. The 
date line seemed to be the only thing on the page. It 
actually ogled him. He gazed back at it stolidly, as he 
had gazed when the Judge gave him “all of it.” But 
he was thinking deeply now, as he had been thinking 
deeply then. July 27, 1911.” Eleven years! Eleven 
yéars had passed since first he began to send out those 
bits of wood and metal, and eleven years is long when 
a man is already past the middle life. Besides, a year 
inside is worse than two elsewhere for aging. Eleven 
years!—eleven since the woman outside had begun 
faithfully to gather coal upon the railroad tracks.

anxious, waiting, nerve-racking time. Now his part was 
done. Now he must wait for others to do theirs. They 
had proved themselves faithful.

Installment I—THE DRIFT. 
HE story of the voyage of the Karluk and its tragic ending will always be an important 


chapter in the history of Arctic explorations. 


The Canadian Arctic Expedition, under 


command of Vilhjalmur Stefansson, sailed in the barkentine Karluk from Esquimault, 

British Columbia, June 7, 1913. The purpose of the expedition was to make scientific 
investigations along the northern coasts of Canada, to discover the blond Eskimos whom 

Stefansson reported he had met on a previous trip, and to look for new lands supposed 

to lie somewhere in the great uncharted sea to the north and northwest of Alaska. 

On Aug. 6 the expedition passed Point Barrow, the northernmost land of the American conti- 
nent, and it was here that the Karluk encountered the first difficulties oi her trip, There is never a 


3 _ to force our way through it. 


Once beyond the Point we found the sea more 


a e but in a day or two we were again bucking 


the. pack ice. Our staunch little ship bravely 
Grove her way through till Aug. 15, when we 


| + found ourselves imprisoned and held helplessly 
in the relentless grip of the vast floe from which 


he never was liberated. We did not, however, 
redlize the gravity of our situation at the time, 
¢till hoping that a lead would open and permit us 


to pass on our way and escape our temporary 
imprisonment, as we thought it. 


At this time we were at Camden Bay, about 75 
miles west of the international boundary line be-

was to. the 3 Of course we did not 
travel in a direct line, but zigzagged about un- 
til we reached the latitude of 75. degrees North. 
Then we took a southwesterly course to the 
point which is now designated as -Shipwreck 
Camp on the maps and charts of Arctic explora- 
tion. 

There is a peculiar weirdness in those silent 
stretches of the icepack, without sound save 
for the boom and roar of ice breaking and 
grinding under its own great weight. But the 
law of compensation is operative in the Arctic 
as well as elsewhere, for though we were de- 
prived of the glories of the day, we often be- 
held the wonderful beauties of 
the Far Northern night. Most 
of the time the sky was 
clear, except when a bliz- 
zard was blowing, and 
the stars shone bril- 
liantly; the Pole 
Star was almost 
directly over- 
head, and the 
great constel- 
lations that 
rise and set 


trail. While on the ship no restrictions were put upon 
the amount of food allowed to each man; everything 
was furnished in plenty. We procured fresh water by 
going out upon an old floe of ice, that is, ice that is 
several years old. It appears that the effect of the sun 
upon the ice is to draw the salt from it. Such old ice 
is found throughout the Arctic regions, and was our 
only means of procuring fresh water. We would chop 
up a lot of this ice and haul it to ship on sleds and then 
melt it in a large tank we had made for the purpose. 
In this way we had plenty of water for drinking, cook- 
ing and washing. 

We had been drifting so long without any unusual 
accident or incident that our ship had become a verit- 
able home to us. We had comfort and plenty on board, 
and finding that on each successive day we were ap- 

parently as safe as the day before, we, in a 

measure, forgot the helplessness of our situa- 

tion. Capt. Bartlett perhaps was the only 

person who thoroughly realized and ap- 

preciated the dangers ahead of us, but 

he went about all his work calmly 

preparing against disaster to the 

ship. If we were not crushed in 

the ice, he believed we would drift 

till the next summer opened and 

we would sail free; but the scien- 

tists were uneasy and 

talked much of the 

ultimate fate of the 
expedition. 

Day succeeded day 

in the same monoto- 

nous way, until one 
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night in the early part of December we were suddenly 
aroused by a strong reminder of what was in store 
for us. On the evening in question, about 9 o’clock, 
as we were sitting in the cabin entertaining ourselves 
with music, reading and games, we were startled by a 
heavy booming sound that was almost deafening. 

We hurried to the main deck to see what had hap- 


pened and discovered that a lead had opened in the cso 


off the port side of the ship, about 50 feet from the 
vessel. It was a half mile in length and four feet in 
width, and was between us and the old floe on which 
we kept the dogs and on which we had previously stored 
provisions removed from the ship. When 1 tell you 
that the lead opened where the ice was solid and 15 feet 
thick, you may have some idea of the n strain 
that caused it to part. 

Our first care was to bring the dogs to intake. We did 
not worry about the coal and provisions, as we still 
had plenty on board. The dogs would not cross the lead 
of their own accord, so we had to leap across to them, 
take them by their chains, recross the lead and drag the 
dogs after us. These Northern dogs do not take kindly 
to the water; they will sleep on the snow and ice for 
months, but they have an instinct that teaches them 
the water is to be avoided. We knew that if we lost 
our dogs we would be helpless in case the ship was 
crushed and sank. 

In a few days the lead partially closed and froze over, 
leaving us in the same situation as before. By this 
time we had started on our southwesterly drift and 
were moving in the direction of Wranzel Island. We 
noticed, also, this change: that whereas it had been a 
silent drift before, we now frequently heard the boom- 
ing noises caused by the strain of the ice that told us 
leads were forming. 


When Stefansson returned from his hunting trip, the 
‘‘Karluk’’ had vanished. In desperation, he set 
forth on an almost, suicidal dash to the north. No 
word has since come from him. This was in

pecting some turn of good fortune that would liberate 
us from the grip of the ice. 

By taking observations daily, we knew that we were 
skirting the shores of Alaska, and at no time very far 
from them, although they were never in sight. We 
drifted past Point Barrow in the night, passing so near 
that we almost touched land. Our passing was later 
reported to Dr. Stefansson by a native who claimed to 
have seen us. I believe he did, for he stated that there 
was no smoke issuing from our funnels. This was true, 
for we had blown down our boilers some time before. 

When Stefansson returned from his hunting trip he 
found the Karluk missing. He then made hig way to 
Point Barrow, 300 miles distant, traveliim Overland, 
where he wrote a telegram reporting the loss of the 
Karluk, and sent it by a native to Nome, 400 miles 
away, which was the nearest telegraph station. We 
learned later that he afterwards returned to Hershell 
Island, where the Belvedere, which carried freight and 
additional supplies for him, was lying, and fitted out 
a dog sled expedition to make a dash for the unknown 
land which he believed lay somewhere in the uncharted 
area to the north of Alaska. 

He thought to make this dash in about 10 days. He 
started with dogs and sleds, taking with him two Nor- 
wegians, Anderson and Ferguson, both of whom were 
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travel, on March 22, 1914. 

To the present nothing further has been heard of him. 
Whether he has been lost or not is a matter of conjec- 
ture, and his fate is one of the mysteries of the Far North. 


Whether it ever will be solved, I am unable to say. 


We must have passed Point Barrow some time before 
Stefansson arrived there, as we drifted most rapidly 
between Camden Bay and that point, making as much 
as three knots an hour, or about 40 miles a day, and w 
had probably seven or eight days the start of him. it 


seems that when he lost his ship he was seized with a 


desperate determination not to be balked in his attempt 
to reach the unknown land which he believed to exist, 
and undertook ‘a march which in its very nature was lit- 
tle short of suféidal.’ 

The icepack’to the north of Alaska is known to be 


the most treacherous of all the Arctic seas, and many 


whalers have been caught and drifted away (just as we 
were drifting) never to be heard from again. It is not 
uncommon for natives who go out hunting upon the ice 
to be carried away and lost. 

When we began drifting the sun was above the hori- 
zon about 10 hours each day. By the time we passed 
Point Barrow we had only five hours of sunlight, and“ 
on Nov. 15 the sun disappeared below the horizon alto- 
gether and we entered upon the long Arctic night. In 
the meantime, Capt. Bartlett set about taking such 


measures as he thought would inure most to our safety. 


He had us bank up the sides of the ship with ice for the 
purpose of forming a kind of cushion against the lateral 
pressure of the floe that held us. Then we blew down 
the boilers and began repairing the engines. This we 
did by taking them apart piece by piece, and replac- 
ing each part as soon as it had been gone over and 
repairs made if needed. 

We removed all the sacked coal that we had on deck 
and placed it on the ice beside the ship; also all the bis- 
cuits, kerosene, alcohol, sleds and skis. We put the 
ship and the portion of the cargo that remained on her 
in good and snug shape, and made her our living quar- 
ters. Keeping us at work as much of the time as he 
could was the best thihg Capt. Bartlett could have done 
for us. It kept time from dragging heavily, and more 
over, kept us from brooding over our misfortunes. 

As long as we were working it seemed that we were 
living for a purpose and were still a part of the busy 
world. But we were drifting, drifting, we knew not to 
what haven in the silent icy fastnesses of the North. 
On every hand there was an unbroken stretch of ice, 
level save where it had been forced into hummocky 
ridges by the lateral pressure of its own frresistible 
mass. So long as the sun was with us to measure the 
night and day, it was not so bad; but when it disap- 
peared a sickening sensation of loneliness came over us. 

After leaving the coast of Alaska our general drift

in the latitude of the fortieth parallel made a nightly 


circuit of the heavens. 
The displays of the Aurora Borealis were e 


for their beguty and variety. We often stood upon our 


drifting world of ice and admired their shifting colors, 
forgetful of the dangers that constantly threatened to 
destroy us without a moment’s warning. 

After we had been drifting several weeks, life con- 
sisted mainly of finding means to pass the time. The 
ship’s dogs lived on the ice, preferring to be out in the 
open to staying on board. We built shelters for them, 
but they rarely went into them. All about the ship 
were ringlike depressions in the snow worn by the dogs 
lying there and melted by the warmth of their bodies. 

Each dog owned his ringlike nest and his right to it 
was recognized by all the others. If one attempted to 
intrude upon the rights of another, bickerings were 
sure to follow; but this did not occur often, as these 
husky animals are shrewd and cunning, and generally 
play fair toward each other. If one of the pack becomes 
overbearing and abusive toward the others, those which 
have been imposed on by the bully will often combine 
in a common cause, surround their enemy and pick a 
quarrel, close in upon him and finish his career, if the 
men do not succeed in separating them. They are kind 
and friendly to their masters, and surely are faithful in 
their devotion to men; usually peaceable among them- 
selves, they are wildly savage when fighting. 

The men spent most of their time aboard ship. There 
was about two hours’ work a day for each, and the re- 
mainder of the time was spent in sleeping, reading, play- 
ing cards, chess and checkers, and listening to music 
furnished by a phonograph. We had an abundance of 
fine classic records that were an everliving source of 
pleasure. We were well supplied with good reading 
matter in the way of well-selected books and magazines. 
The forethought of Dr. Stefansson in supplying us with 
the means of entertainment was one of the wisest pre- 
cautions he could have taken. 

The Karluk was supplied with the best of provisions 
to last her three years. Our foods consisted wholly of 
canned goods, both meats and vegetables for the ship’s 
use, and foods in more condensed form for use on the

We cclebrated Christmas day, 1913, on board the Kar- 
luk. It was the last Christmas on earth for the larger 
portion of the company. We held athletic sports and 
contests on the ice, such as running, jumping, sack

“Three pilots were, as in the case of the Dusseldorf 
raids, chosen to make the flight. All flew the same type 
of craft—a small, light, single-seated ‘Avro’ biplane, 


engined with a motor of 80 horsepower. This machine, 


apart from being fast in flight, was quick in control—a 
point of importance for the pilot when maneuvering 
for the dropping of bombs. 8 

The aviators carried, in addition to their bombs, a 
full load of fuel, and rose steadily to an altitude of 
5000 feet, heading towards Basle, on the Swiss frontier, 
a first stage in their flight that represented a distance 
of 30 miles. Here they were seen distinctly. All were, 
in fact, flying low, having descended to make sure of 
their direction. Then they passed along the Rhine, 
keeping well on the German side, and with Swiss ter- 
ritory to their right. So they flew, gradually losing 
sight of each other, until Schaffhausen was reached. 
Here the river curves to the right, and from this point 
Friedrichshafen is a distance of no more than 40 miles. 

“Commander Briggs, still flying first, was misled at 
Schaffhausen by the mist. .Instead of following the 
curve of the river to the right, he flew straight on, and 
for the time being lost his way. But Lieut. Sipps, fol- 
lowing close behind him, although the two airmen were 
invisible to each other, adhered to a correct course and 
followed the track of the river; so did Flight-Com- 
mander Babington, who was bringing up the rear. 

“Lieut. Sippe, flying smoothly and accurately, came 
in sight of Lake Constance at a point near the town of 
Constance; and here it was that the airmen were ob- 
served, and a warning sent across to the Zeppelin 
works; but the lake is less then 15 miles wide at this 
point, and, with aircraft that fly nearly 100 miles an 
hour, the attack came quickly upon the heels of the 
warning. 

“A mist shrouded the surface of the lake, and Lieut. 
Sippe descended until he was flying very low. Then he 
sighted the roofs of Friedrichshafen, and passed rapid- 
ly above the town, still flying low and being greeted by 
a splutter of fire. Ignoring this, he flew steadily on, 
and in a minute or so came in sight of his goal—the 
shed and factory of the Zeppelin works. Above them, 
greatly to his surprise, he saw an aeroplane, and rec- 
‘ognized the machine as being that of Commander 
Briggs. The latter had corrected his course quickly, 
after the error at Schaffhausen, and had arrived first 
on the scene, being busy already with his bombs when 
Lieut. Sippe appeared. 

“The latter saw shells bursting around his companion’s 
machine. The gunfire was exceptionally heavy. On 
the roof of the shed there were machine guns; while 
from points of vantage near the factory, and also from 
boats on the lake, there were anti-aircraft guns throw- 


ing shrapnel shelis, which maintained a constant fire. 


Sharp shooters also, standing together in~squads, fired 
rifle volleys upward. 

“Commander Briggs, determined that his bombs should 
reach their mark, made a dash above the factory, fly- 
Mig low. A tremendous fire greeted him, bullets and 
shrapnel shot penetrating his planes. But at first no 
vital part of his machine was struck, and he dropped 
several of his bombs. Then, unluckily for him, a chance 
shot found his petrol tank. This was pierced, the fuel 
began to flow away, and his motor stopped. There was 
now only one thing he could do, and this was to de- 
scend—although, of course, it meant capture. But even 
as he planed down, with no prospect save that of fall- 
ing into the enemy’s hands, he did not forget that his 
mission was one of destruction. Knowing well that his 
act must arouse the fury of those below, and knowing, 
too, that in a moment he would have to alight among 
them, he steered a path low above the factory roof, and 


dropped -his remaining bombs upon it from a height of 
less than 100 feet. That they reached their mark is 
ce.‘tain, though in German reports this has been denied. 

“Gliding on past the factory, his power of destruc- 
tion spent, Commander Briggs landed within a hundred 
yards of it. His machine, save for the puncture of 
the petrol tank, was practically undamaged. Exactly 
what happened, immediately following his descent, has 
not beén made clear. Certainly a crowd rushed up— 
composed probably of factory hands, enraged at the 
damage he had done. Their attitude obviously was 
threatening, and the airman drew his revolver to de- 
fend himself. He received a wound on the head—how 
has not been stated; but then soldiers appeared, and 
he surrendered to the officer in charge. 

“Meanwhile the other two pilots were dropping their 
bombs on the factory. Their machines were hit re- 
peatedly, but stil! they kept the air. Not until all their 
bombs were gone did they turn back the way they had 
come, alighting finally at Belfort more than four hours 
after having left it. Their biplanes, when examined, 
revealed the violence of the gunfire through which 
they had passed. Upon the main plane of one, from 
back to front, was drilled a succession of neat bullet 
holes—each puncture being close tothe next, and all 
in an orderly row. This showed where some machine 
gun, spraying a rain of lead into the air, had found its 
target for a moment and swept its fire across the ma- 
chine. Luckily the bullets missed the body, and failed 
also to cut important wires.” 

In old days, with small armies and short battle 
fronts, the Commander-in-Chief, when posted on a hill 
as was Napoleon at Waterloo, could see all he wanted 
to see of the movements in the field. Nowadays, with a 
front extending more than two hundred miles, and 
with half a dozen separate battles all being conducted 
st the rame time, it is useless for the Commander to 
1ely upen the human eye. If he went to the front he 
could see only a fragment of the battle, and this might 
confuse him, and cause him to lose his sense of pro- 
portion. So he and his staff stay far behind the heat 
of the conflict, often beyond sound of the guns. They 
have theif maps, their reports; and the vision of the 
Commander, as he plots and plans, is not confined to 
one stretch of country, but takes in at a glance, as the 


flags on his map are moved here and there, the whole 


tenor and scope of some mighty scheme of arms, in 
which millions of men are involved and which may take 


weeks for its unfolding. — 


Besides the need for preserving his sense of propor- 
tion, a Commander-in-Chief must do nothing to risk 
himself. No haphazard shell must be allowed to imperil 
the controlling brain. “In war,” Napoleon has told 
us, “men are nothing; it is one man who counts.” But 
what of the scene that took place near Dixmude—per- 
haps one of the most dramatic of the war? 

“Here, driven from a point near the sea by the fire 
of the British naval guns, the German Headquarters 
Staff had chosen a quiet and charming chateau, if a 
thickly wooded park, and had installed themselves with 
their maps, clerks and baggage. The spot was well 


screened; it seemed perfectly safe. But the allies have 


secret sources of information, as well as Germany with 
her multitude of spies. This chateau was located; it 
was pricked accurately on a map; and tidings were sent 
through to a French air base which has been estab 
lished not far from Dunkirk. And so one day, with 
many bombs among them, a squadron of biplanes and 
monoplanes took the air. 

“It was afternoon at the cnateau. No sound of war- 
fare could be heard. In the largest of the rooms, on 
the walls and tables, were spread the maps of the 
staff. In adjoining rooms officers sat at tables which 
were loaded with papers; and from other rooms came 
the tapping of typewriters; while in other rooms again, 
with wires festooned through their windows, were the 
telegraphists who were flashing orders to the battle 
front beyond. 

“Suddenly there was a sound in the air—a dull, 
sleepy drone, which rose with astonishing quickness to 
a loud and angry roar. There was a clatter in the 
courtyard of the chateau; a shout of alarm; the wild 
discharge of a few rifles. But there was no time for 
anything in the nature of an organized defense. Over 
the tree tops, one behind the other, and flying fast and 
low, came the attacking aeropianes— the roar of their 


motors filling the air. Straight across above the chateau 
flashed the first, disdaining the splutter of the rifles 
of the guard. From it, just at the right moment, 


dropped a bomb. The aim was true. The roof of the 


chateau was struck; there was a dull and heavy report. 
Slates fell pell-mell upon the soldiers below; pieces of 
masonry toppled into the courtyard. . And the next 


moment, near the gaping hole the first bomb had made. 


there fell another and another as the aircraft swept 
above their mark. The roof of the chateau split asun- 
der; part of it fell in a cloud of dust and revealed the 
shattered rooms within. 

“And out of the doors, hatless and breathless, rush- 
ing across the lawns, came the members of the Head- 


quarters Staff. Bombs fell near them, tearing holes in 


the turf. The building behind them was now flames. 
At top speed they ran, and darted among the trees; and 
not far behind them—a sense of duty strong upon them 
in spite of the demoralization of the alarm—rushed 
officers who carried with them, fluttering as they ran, 
armfuls of maps and papers. 

“Under the shelter of the trees, like rabbits, scurried 
the Generals and their staff, and vanished from the view 
of the bomb droppers above. It was this wood which 
saved them. The airmen turned and swung in circles, 
and the bombs fell here and there; but though the 
chateau burned, the quarry had gone to earth. And, 
as the land fire grew in intensity, and weapons more 
powerful came into play, the attackers had to fly higher 
and eventually to dart away. But it was some time de- 
fore the staff dared emerge from the trees; and when 
they did so they surveyed, with rueful eyes, the blazing 
roof of the building that had been their abede. Such 
an alarm, besides, is not good for the nerves; it shakes 
the equanimity even of a Headquarters Staff—in addi- 
tion to making a muddle of maps and official papers.

“But the chief safeguard of the Emperor has not 
been guns, or flying craft, but the fact that his quar- 
ters have been unknown to the allies. Once only, in 
fact, has he seemed in any sort of peril from an air 
attack; and even in this case the data are vague. 
The incident took place at Thielt, where the Emperor 
had come to discuss with his Generals the battle 
scheme in Flanders. The German staff had been es- 
tablished for several days in a hotel in Thielt, and the 
Kaiser arrived one morning at 11:30—nothing as to his 
movements being known until the last moment. He 
stayed to lunch with the staff and left at 1:30; and it 
was at 1:45-that a hostile aeroplane arrived—a mono- 
plane, which, after circling for a short time, dropped 
a bomb that was aimed at the hotel which lodged the 
staff. It did not hit its mark, however, but fell on the 
roof of a house near by. The force of the explosion 
was so Severe that slates were ripped from the roof 
of the hotel, and a number of its windows broken. Then 
other aeroplanes appeared and more bombs began to 
fall, and the German Staff, which included the Duke 
of Wurtemberg, had to make their escape in motors 
in the direction of Ghent. 

“On the day following this raid, the Germans repaid 
the compliment. Above Furnes, where the King of the 
Belgians and President Poincare were due to pay a visit, 
a German airman appeared; but he was half an hour too 
soon. The party had not yet arrived, and his bombs, 
which fell wide of the mark, did little damage. The in- 
eident showed clearly, however, that a spy had been at 
work. 

“On another occasion, once more through the informa- 
tion of a spy, the Germans attempted a similar raid; 
this was at Montdidier. Here for some days, in a hotel, 
as is usually the case, the French had established head- 
quarters. But the spy, though his information was ac- 
curate, evidently could not get it through in time. The 
French staff had gone before the German aviator ar- 
rived. When he did come he was well primed with 
information. . He aimed his bombs directly at the 
hotel in which the staff had lodged. One of them—the 
nearest to its target—fell in the yard of a farmhouse 
which stood next the hotel; and the force of the bomb 
was so great that the building was practically destroyed. 
A miraculous escape was that of a baby, which had 
been left in a bedroom while the farmer’s household 
was at work in the fields. It was found safe in its bed, 
though the furniture around it had been wrecked and 
the room was full of plaster and broken glass.”

benefactions the Queen became the idol of the Italian 
people; and their worship was increased by the heroic 
part she played in the work of rescuing the victims of 
the terrible earthquake in Sicily and Calabria in 1909.

“And here, in the name of the Italian people, I offer 
my thanks to Queen Helena, ‘the first lady of Italy,’ 
for her share in the work of rescue and relief.” The 
whole assembly arose and cheered wildly.

Tragedy of the Karluk; an Epic of Arctic 


sided. The only sounds now heard were the voices of 
men and the howling of dogs; our engines were silent, 
the ice around gave no sign of breaking up, and there, 
day after day, we lay in helpless imprisonment. 


On Jan. 10, 1914, at 5 o’clock in the morning, the 
crisis came. Without a moment’s warning there was 
a crash and roar that awakened everyone. We hurried 
out to see what had happened. We discovered that 
leads had opened in several directions fore and aft the 
ship and on both sides of her. The Karluk was right 
in the lead. Making a hurried examination, we found 
the ship uninjured, but the breaking of the ice had 
caused her to change her position slightly.

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Capt. Bartlett saw the impossibility of saving the ship 
and gave orders to abandon her. All hands fell to and 
took out the supplies necessary for the trail; all worked 
steadily and rapidly for four hours.

As I 
have said, we had taken coal, sleds and biscuits from 
the ship to the ice in the beginning of our drift. Now 
we removed pemmican, gkins, alcohol, kerosene, bacon, 
dried eggs, seals, canned codfish, tea, sugar, coffee, cecoa 
and butter ffom the Karluk. Supplies were plentiful 
on ship, and as long as she floated we were in no danger 
of suffering from hunger. We removed mattresses and 
blankets from on board and proceeded at once to estab- 
lish ourselves on the ice in snow houses. Capt. Bartlett 
announced that we would start for Siberia in three days. 

With our tents, boxes of provisions, sacks of coal, 
blankets, etc., we set up a camp which will always have 
a name and place on maps relating to Arctic voyages 
and discovery; which had no permanent location, but 
will be marked by latitude and longitude, 73 degrees 
North and 187 degrees West, roughly stated. We named 
it “Shipwreck Camp.” 

By the next merning the Karluk had listed until her 
port rail was under water.

great and well organized scale. The states which pro- 
duce horses in quantities have been raked with a fine 
tooth comb—and a long pocketbook—for animals capable 
of carrying a cavalryman or dragging a field piece into 
action. In East St. Louis the sales have recently fallen 
off somewhat, owing to the inability of its territory 
longer to supply the insatiable demand. George L. 
Miller of the famous “101 Rranch,” who is filling half 
a dozen orders, estimates that the number of horses 
shipped abroad has already passed 250,000. 

“But,” he adds, speaking for the Southwest, “we could 
spare a million head and never miss them.” 

The natural effect of the large buying orders from 
abroad has been an increase of from 20 to 25 per cent 
in the value of horsefiesh. Animals that last August 
would have brought $125 now sell for $150; and those 
valued at $150 today -

So these David Harums go back to their terri- 
tories and start out through the countryside, generally 
on horseback, making their way from Bill’s ranch over 
to Jim’s, spending the night there and riding over to
